A high-country Thanksgiving 

After 7 years of drought, season of hope dawns on Camas County

FAIRFIELD - The holiday sea.son has 
dawned on a Camas County that has 
outlasted a scvenlli year of drought. But 
thi.s year, county residents learned to do 
more than just survive. 

As fanner Marvin France has found, 
surviving a drought means more titan 
hunkering down. Tiiis winter, he will be 
driving to tiie Wood River Valley to bus 
tourists around town. 

And France and rest of the county's 
approximately 700 residents arc watching^ 
the sky as they engage in the small-iown^ 


activities of a holiday season. 

On Saturday, Camas County residents 
browsed the booths at a crafi show at Ihc 
American Legion Hall, where old wooden 
walls and floors filled the room with 
echoes of neighbors talking and children 
playing. 

They pulled on coveralls and warm 
clothes to go to a turkey shoot near town. 
They cast tiicir eyes on construction at the 
Market Basket, the town’s grocery .store 
that bumed.dowa earlier this year.' ' 

At the Country Kitchen, they talked 
_ about the snowstorm predicted for 
’ Saturday night. Snow is hope in a valley 


struck by drought and dependent on dry- 
lancPlarming, a valley where they call 
their high school teams "Mushers" and 
their weekly newspaper the "Snowshoc." 

A summer and autumn of coping and 
talking has fiowed into an early winter of 
hope. 

"1 was just talking to the sheriff, his 
perception and my perception is that the 
people are getting by pretty well," said 
long-time Camas County resident Jack 
Varin. “Certainly if wc have snow they’ll 
get by a lot better." 

Varin, Camas County’s magistrate 
judge, stepped out of his robes to help the 


county through the summer. He became 
concerned last winter when the snow 
didn't come afier more than a half decade 
of dry weather. 

Mis friends who were farmers were 
“frightened," he said. The farm- 
community was debating whether it was 
worthwhile to even plant a crop. 

"Wc just had a real feeling of malaise," 
Varin said. 

Varin presided over three domestic 
violence cases in May. an unusual number 
for the solid farm 'community. Although 
they weren’t farm families, there was a 
worry that county residents were troubled.

French threaten farm trade pact

PARIS — A majority of lawmakers 
voted Wednesday to oppose a farm trade 
pact between Washington and the 
European Community, but a, jack of broad 
support for the grbvernment weakened 
rcflbrts to kill or amend the accord. 

Premier Pierre Beregovoy, who staked 
the fate of his Socialist government on the 
vote, was backed by a 301-251 margin but 
fell short of the npar unanimous backing he 
hoped to gain in the National Assembly. 

The main opposition bloc — which is 
demanding even harsher steps against the 
pact — withheld its backing and raised 
concerns among officials who sought a 
unified stance against the deal to cut 
govemment-.subsidized farm exports. 

Beregovoy's backers fear that EC leaders 
may now perceive France as a government 
in danger of collapse and not be as 
responsive to culls by Paris for a vote on 
the trade pact. 

The dispute over farm subsidies had 
stonctnhlks'dcsigncd.to liberalize world 
trade under the General Agreement oh 
Tariffs and Trade — which is backed by 
France,

With the chamber's help, the 
commission plans to form a group to 
look at the fee, Hempleman said. In 
the meantime, two Twin Falls 
engineering linns, EHM and J-U-B, 
are working out cost estimates for a 
landfill at Hub Butte. 

Once the county gels cost 
estimates for a landfill, the 
commission can set and justify a 
solid waste fee, Hempleman .said. 

Suspending the fee, however, 
creates a problem. 

An estimated S70.000, or more, in 
fees has come to the county, 
Hemplemiin .stiid. He w.as not sure if 
the county must send the money 
back or. perhaps, pul it in escrow 
until a new fee is .SCI. 

"We'll gel a legal opinion on what 
to do with the money,” he said. 

The county iiud planned to pay the 
solid waste district and siting 
committee bills with money 
collected from the solid waste fee. 
Because Ihe money was not included 
in this year's solid waste budget, Ihe 
county likely will take out regi.stcred 
warrants to pay the bills, 
Hempleman said.

Conspiracy is credible 

In September, a Tiines-News editorial 
contained ibis ominous warning: “'The 
Weaver family tragedy should be a .sobering 
lesson for citizens who dabble in conspiracy 
theories ..." In October, Times-News wriicr 


Drew DeSilver, in a .seolling reference to 
conspiracy theories, wrote; "The J*ilin Birch 
Society has been peddling the same tine 
.since the 195Us ..." 

Perhaps Mr. DeSilver -slumld have cited 
earlier right-wing loonies who have dabbled 
in conspiracy theories - like George 
Washington. Benjamin Disraeli, Dr. Bella 
Dodd. Winston Churchill and. most 
importantly. Dr, Carroll Quigley. 

George Washihgion wrote: ’’It is not my 
inieniiuit to doubt that the doctrine of the 
illiiminati and the principles of Jacobinism 
. had not spread in the United States. On the 
ebitlrary. no one is niore.sa(i.sfied of this fact 
than I am." 

Benjamin Disraeli said. "Tlie world is 
guverjicd by very different personages from 
what is imagined by those who 'are not 
behind the scenes," < 

Dr. Bella Dodd, a prominent defector from 
the Communist Pany said. "I think the 
communist conspiracy is merely a branch of 
a much bigger conspiracy." 

Winston Cliurehill, in .speaking of the ’ 
Bolshevik Revolution said. "From the tkiys 
of Spanieus-Weisluiupl to those of Karl 
Marx ... this worldwide conspiracy has been 
steadily growing." ^ 

Dr. Carroll Quigley was a professor of 
history at Georgetown University and was a 
darling of tlie lelL His history book.

A sexual harassment double standard? 


A little more than u year ago. Clarence 
1'homas narrowly escaped the efforts of 
ardent feminists and their Senate supporters 
to deny him a seal on die Supreme Court 
over uncorroburuted allegations that 
rhomo-s had sexually harassed Anita I iill. 

Reams of newsprint and hours of 
television time were devoted to the subject, 
and the consensus was that such a serious 
charge, if it could be proved, was sufficient 
to deny ,inyonc a scat on the court. Some 
thought ju.st the charge alone was reason 
enough. 

Now comes another case of alleged sexual 
harassment, this involving a U.S. senator. 
Bob I’ackwood. R-Ore. According to at least 
J 0 women, several of whom spoke on the • 
record to The Washington Post, Packtvood 
has a record of sexual harassment and 
intimidation going bock to 1969. 

While Clarence 'Thomas is thought to be 
pro-life and in favor of ovenuming Roe vs. 
Wade, Packwood has been a consistent 
supporter of abortion rights and other 
’’women’s issues." Apparently this helped 
him avoid exposure because women who 
supported Packwood politically were 
reluctant to bring him down by telling what 
they knew. 

Watching how this plays out with feminist 
groups and those in the press who believed 
Hill’s allegations against Thomas will tell us 
something about the political double 
standard that some liberals exhibit.

Will these same people 
be equally as forceful in ossailing 
Packwood? 

In n lengthy article last Sunday, The 
Washington Post chronicled 23 years of 
alleged sexual harassment in Packwood's 
office. Their credibility is enhanced by 
graphic'dctail and by Packwood’s response. 
After first denying the charges against him, 
Packwood's attorney and friend Jack Faust 
issued a lawycriy statement in which he 
said, "Denial is not credible." _ 

Packwood issued a limp "apology," which 
sounded anything but contritcit “If any of 
my comments or actions have Indeed been 
unwelcome, or if I have conducted myself in 
any way that has caused any individual 
discomfort or embarrassment.' for that 1 am 
sincerely sorry. My intentions were never to 
pressure, to offend, nor to make anyone feel 
uncomfortable with anyone either on or off 
my siafT." „ ‘ 

If the allegations against Packwood are 
true, it is impo.ssiblc to imagine him 
believing lliat any of the women could have 
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been pleased with his advances. They 
include kissing, grabbing, locking women 
inside his office and generally seeking what 
one accuser says was "physical and 
psychological power" over her. 

Julie Williamson \vas 29 when she . . 
worked in Packwood’s 1968 campaign. ' 
Williamson says Packwood hired her for his 
new Senate office in Portland and that there 
one afternoon in 1969, he walked in and 
kis.scd her on the back of the neck. 

Williamson says she told him, "Don’t you 
ever do that again." but then she says he 
followed her into an adjoining room, where 
he grabbed at her clothes, pulled at her 
ponytail and stood on her iocs. 

“He couldn't get the girdle off and I kept 
struggling and he just gave up," says 
Williamson, who is now 53 and a 
Democratic political consultant who 
supported Packwood’s opponent. Rep. Les 
AuCoin, D-Orc., in the recent Senate race. 

Most of the alleged incidents look place 
while Packwood was married. Packwood 
divorced his wife last year, citing 
irreconcilable difTerenccs. Gcorgic 
Packwood .says she has been aware of the 
allegations for many years. 

What will tlie’various groups and feminist 
leaders who tried to crucify Clarence 
Thomas do now? Will they npply.thc same 
standard that sexual harassment disqualifies 
a person for high ofTlcc? 

These charges against Packwood should 
be fully investigated by the Senate’s ofTlcc 
on employment practices, established after 
the Thomas-Hill hearings to deal with such 
issues. If the charges arc found to be true, 

. the minimum penalty should be censure. 

The Senate has exempted itself from 
federal laws prohibiting sexual harassment, 
so it may require the people of Oregon to 
initiate a recall. 

The political fate of Bob Packwood will 
tell us whether liberal groups really care 
about sexual harassment as an issue when 
one of their own is charged with i(, or if it is 
to be used only against political enemies 
when even the slimmest of evidence cannot 
be proved.

1 dead, 12 injured after tmin 
collides with truck, derail^ 


LOS ANGELES (AP) ~ Tlte first 
accident on a monlli-old commuter 
rail syMcm killed a driver whose city 
• trash truck was struck by a 
Metrolink tniirt'Wcdnesday. 

One train car derailed and was 
scorched by a flash fire on impact, 
said fire Capt. Steve Ruda. 

Twelve commuters were hurt 
slightly on the train, which was car- 
rying about 75 passengers through 
the San Fernando Valley from Santa 
Clarita to downtown. 

The derailed double-deck car was 
one of three being pushed by an en- 
gine, Ruda said. 

The train hit the truck about 6:50 


a.m. in the Pacoima area, 15 miles 
north of downtown, said Michael 
Bustamonte, spokesman for the Los 
Angeles County Transportation 
Commission, 

The train was traveling 77 mph 
when the engineer in a cab of the 
first passenger ear saw the truck on 
the tracks, said Bill Currier, director 
of operations forihe Southern Cali- 
fornia Regional Rail Authority. 

Tlie engineer sounded the whistle, 
slammed on emergency brakes and, 
prior to impact, fied the cab and 
dived to the floor of the passenger 
compartment, said Currier. The train 
then hit tlie truck, killing the truck 


driver instantly. 

Ruda said the truck was headed 
into a city yard, at an unguarded 
crossing. 

The driver was not immediately 
identified. 

The 12 injuries were described as 
minor but two were taken to a near- 
by hospital for examination, said po- 
lice spokesman John Mutz.

Bram. tissue 
used to help 
Parkinson’s 
victims 

BOSTON (AP) Tltrcc new .stud- 
ies provide the sirongesi evidence yet 
•that transplants of brain tissue taken 
from aborted fetuses can itdp victims ‘ 
of PotkiiLson’s discn.se regain control 
of their crippled bodies. 

The experimental icehnique. which 
injects fetal tissue into the viclim.s’ 
damaged brains, could pttlemially ben- 
efil many of the estimated ! million 
Amcricaas with lltc disease. 

Victims arc afllictcd by stiffness, 
trembling and slow, shufiling walk. As 
the disease worsens, they oflcn have 
trouble eating, drcs.sing or doing other 
ordinaiy chores. 

TIic new studies an: the first m.ijor 
published reports to show that, for 
some victims at least, the ininsplants • 
can dramatically chimgc their jives. Af- 
ter the operations, patients gradually 
found they could walk without falling, 
drive ears and take caa* of themselves. 

Tlie approach is controversial, how- 
ever. F^eral support for it ha.s been 
banned for the past four years because 
of fear it will encourage women to 
have abortions, the only major source 
of tissue needed for the operation. 

Researchers cautiorKd that the oper- 
ation docs not help everyone. Among 
their biggest successes: 

• One woman fell so ollcn she could 
'»nly get .iround her house by crawling. 
Since the operation, she walks well and 
falls less than once a month. 

• One man’s hands Jerked so badly 
that he could not cat in front of ulhcr 
people because he involuntarily threw 
food. Aficr the operation, he celebrated 
last Thanksgiving dinner with a do/cn 
family members. He also got his 
drivers license back and drove across 
tlic country in a motor liume. 

• Another man was house Iwund 
and required constant care by his wife. 
Now, he drives and coaches his son's 
soccer team. 

"It's exciting, because the weight of 
the evidence suggests increasingly that 
this is a procedure that has a future ap- 
plication in medicine. But all of the 
groups are agreed at the present lime 
that what wc arc doing is not rcudy for 
wide application.

Uranium likel y smuggled out of Belarus on teachers’ 12% pay cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Uranium 
probably has been smuggled oul of 
at lea.st one former Soviet republic, 
raising new alarms about the spread 
of nuclear weapon.s, Senate Armed 
Services Committee Chairman Sam 
Nunn said Wednesday. 

Nunn. ju.st back from a trip to five 
former republics, said senior officials 
in Belarus told of “several cases” of 
intercepting uranium us smugglers 
sought to take it across the terdcr 
into Poland. Four republics still have 
-nuclearwcapons on their soil. 

The Belarus government has sccu- 
niy concerns about its border, and 
the di.scovery of the uranium ship- 
■nients means it is likely that some 
nuclear materials have been .success- 
fully smuggled out, Nunn .said. 

'liie Georgia Democrat, who visit- 
ed the fonner republics with Sen. 
Richard Lugar, R-Ind., s;iid this and' 
'other crises are arising at a delicate 
lime when neither the Bush adminis- 
tration nor the incoming team of 
President-elect Clinton wants to take 
a firm foreign policy hand. 

Nunn called the smuggling news 
"alanning” because of the po.ssibility 
that the uranium could wind up in a 
nation that wants to use it to develop 
nuclear weapons. 

Nunn and Lugar were the sponsors 
of a law passed in 1991 providing 
SSOO million in U.S. aid to help the 
republics collect, secure and disman- 
tle nuclear weapons, a process that 
has proceeded slowly. 

“The clock is ticking. and'T.vc have 
to deal with these things," Nunn 
said, “If we don't give it an all-out 
efi'on. we will pay the price.”

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BOSTON (AP) — The c.xiled former president 
of South Vietnam .says the Vietnamese govern- 
ment is using the bodies of dead U.S. servicemen 
lu blackmail the United Siuius into liffing trade re- 
sirieiions. 

“I have never seen in the world, even with the

“Tliis republic is not Weimar.” he 
said, referring to the period between 
the world wars when anti-Semitism 
and xenophobia fueled the Nazis' rise 
to power in 1933. 

Gut the anti-foreigner violence con- 
tinued. A refugee home in southwest- 
ern Germany wu.s attacked laic Tues- 
day. and a Turkish tmut was wounded 
In'a knife attack in a western region of 
the country. 

A Turkish woman and two children 
were killed in an arson iitiack on 
Monday in Moelln, in northwest Ger- 
many. it was the worst neo-Nazi vio- 
lence since German uniHcaiion two 
years ago. 

Tlic number of right-wing attacks 
has grown to 1.700 this year, and 16 
people have died. Tlierc are signs thal 
foreigners and Jews are (osing faith in 
the government's ability to protect 
lliem. 

Ralph Giordano, a leading German 
writer whose mother was Jewish, sent 
a telegram to Kohl saying Jews must, 
protect themselves “even to the point 
of amted self-defense." Ethnic Turks 
in Berlin’s Kreuzberg neighborhoorl 
have threatened to avenge the arson 
deaths. 

Kohl warned against this. 

‘‘Tlie state's monopoly on the use 
of force to fight violence may not be 
infringed upon, and whoever tries to 
do so will face the full force of the 
law." Kohl said in a speech to liie 
Duodestag, parliament's lower house. 

Results of a poll released on 
Wednesday said most Germans would 
accept limits on freedoms - such as 
demonsinition bans - if that would 
help curb right-wing violence. Tlie 
Wickerl Institute, one of Germany's 
major polling organizations, said 77 
percent of the 1.982 people were will- 
ing to accept limits on freedom. Tlie 
margin of error was 2 percent. 

In a moment ofAinusuat emotion. 
Kohl broke from his prepared speech 
to refer to the "mindless, dense for- 
eigner hatred" thal has gripped Ger- 
many. 

He reminded Gentians that the mil- 
lions of foreign workers in the coun- 
try, who often do jobs Gemians 
refuse, had contributed |o Germany's 
prosperity.

OPEC.S top producer, Saudi Ara- 
bia. has indicated no willingne.ss to 
cut its own enormous output below 
the current level of 8.4 million barrels 
a _ day. The second biggest OPEC 
member, Iran, has declined any public 
comment on its siraiegy.

Amanda’s mom 
testifies for state

TWIN FALLS - Attention in the 
Donnell “Bud" Stradley murder trial 
' again focused on the victim'^ mother 
Wednesday, as ‘Jodie Ho.sictlcr 
weathered a lengthy cross-examination 
by Slmdiey's attorney. 

The state rested its case against 
Stradley Wednesday alkmoon, and 5th 
District Judge James J. May rejected a 
dcfen.se motion to dismiss the case. 

Twin Falls County Prosecutor K. 
Ellen Baxter said she was pleased with 
that decision because it means she has 
done her job by presenting the statc‘.s 
case to the jury. It will be Public 
Defender Mike Wood’s turn when the 
■ trial resumes at 9 n.m. Monday. 

He will try to counter thc’stale's 
charge that. Stradley is. responsible for 
(he Jan, 20 death of 2-year-old Amanda 
Hostetler. Stradley lived with the child 
and her mother when Amanda died. 

In tin interview with two Twin Falls 
police detectives two days after 
Amanda's death, Stradley said he tossed 
Amanda toward her bod while Hostetler 
was out doing laundry. 

Amanda fell short and hit her 
abdomen on the padded wooden comer 
of the waterbed, causing the injury that 
prosecutors sny killed her. , 

Hostetler testified for the stale 
Tuesday. She told the jury her child 
appeared healthy as she played with n 


puppy before Jodie Hostetler IcR to do 
the laundry. 

Wood spent much of Wednesday 
trying to discredit Hostetler's Icsiimony 
by pointing out conflicling slnlemcms 
she has given during the trial and in 
previous interviews. 

He also asked Hostetler about 
allegations that she abused her child 
before moving in with Stradley in the 
fall of 1991. In his opening statement to 
the jury last week. Wood said he plans 
to call several witnesses who saw 
I loslctlcr niistreal Amanda. 

“U was your opinion Amanda could 
be a major pain sometimes, right?'' 
Wood asked her. 

Nut true, Hostetler said. 

Reading from the transcript of a tape 
recorded interview with Twin Falls 
police detective Ron Roberson taken 
after Amanda's death. Wood quoted 
Hostetler: “She could.be a major tittle 
pain sometimes.’’ 

Hostetler .said she did not remember 
.saying that to Roberson. 

“I was in shock when I did that 
intcrv’iew." she told Wood. 

That pattern was repealed over and 
over, with Wood confronting Hostetler 
with earlier cnmnicnts and IIo.stctIcr 
either denying them or saying she didn't 
rcnienibcr. 

Hosteller said Amanda loved 
Stradley, whom she called "Buddy.” He 
only spanked her once. Hosteller said.

‘Ttn not going to throw in the towel and 
walk away." said Brown, who ran as an 
independent write-in candidate and defeated 
Loynd, a Republican, by about 500 votes, 

Brown, 38, now works as a law clerk in 
Jerome, Gooding and Lincoln countie.s. 

Loynd's complaint filed in 5th District 
Court challenges Brown’s qualifications to 
hold office because she did not live in the 
county long enough before the election.- • 

A court date has not been set, and Brown 
has yet to file an answer to Loynd's complaint. 

Brown moved to Lincoln County from . 
Twin Falls just days before she filed for 
candidacy. 

Loynd said that state law requires Brown to 
live in the county 30 days before registering to 
vote and taking oflice :us prosecuting attorney. 

But Brown disputes that saying slic’s done 
her oxvn legal legwork and a 1951 court ctLse 
ruled that she is eligible for office if .she 
resides in the county 30 days before 
registering to vote. 

"I h.ive a strong enough case that I wouldn’t ' 
have filed (for office) unless 1 had done my 
researeh," Brown said. 




But Loynd said Brown is inisinfomicd. 

"I looked at the laws; 1 don’t know what she 
looked at." said Loynd who has held the job 
five yearn. 

He added he is not disturbed by Brown’s 
ability to pcrfonnlhe job. 

"I’m more worried that this isn't the way 
things .should be done." lie said, "I want to pul 
things riglil." 

If Loynd is successful in court, it will be up 
to county commissioners to nominate a new 
prosecuting altomey. 

He said he did not wisii to .say whether lie . 
would take his position back if asked- to by 
officials. Brown would ordinarily l.ike over in 
January. 

Brown questioned why Loynd wailed so 
long to challenge her win at the polls. 

"I’m' just surpri.sed he went ahead and 
contested (my election) at this laic date." 
Brown said. “I’m dLsappointed." 

But Loynd said he couldn't take civil action 
until Brown was officially declared an 
incumbent, which took place earlier this 
month. 

Brown attributed her win by a nearly 2-to-l 
nilio to getting out and winning loyalty prior to 
the election. 

"1 worked hard campaigning and made a 
real effort to meet the people," she said.

TWIN FALLS — A Twin Falls High School junior 
reads at a fifth-grade level because the Txvin Falls 
School District didn’t meet his .special educational 
needs, he and his motiier say. 

So Andrew Noble and his mother, Linda Hunt, have 
filed suit in 5ih Di.strict Court, charging the dLstrict 
and the Idaho Department of Eduention with 33 
violations of .state and federal laws that require a "free 
appropriate public education for school-aged 
handicapped children." 

Attorney Greg Fuller filed the suit Wednesday, 
alleging that Andrew, now 17, has nticmion-deficil 
hyperactivity disorder, a condition he .says the di-slrict 
should have identified years ago in order to modify 
Andrew'.s education. 

In addition to (he Department of Educafion and the 
Twin Fulls School District, the law.sui( names a.s 
defendants State Superintendent of Public lastruction 
Jerry Evans, Twin Fulls School Supcririlcndcnt Tcnrll 
Donicht, the Twin Falls School O.oard and Support 
Services Director William Feusahrens, (he man who 
oversees programming for spcciol education students 
in the Twin Falls schools. 

Fuller and his wife, Shawnu, who voluntarily 
tutored Andrew, said Wcdnc.sday the district is not 
addressing the need.s of hundreds of other ADHD 
children, llic lawsuit may change that, Sbawna Fuller 
said. 

Students diagnosed with ADHD look and act like 
other children, but they arc unable to Icam the same 
way os 80 percent of their peers, Greg Fuller said. 

"It's the invisible handicap." he said. "Tlie district is 


not evaluating them, not seeking them out and not 
fixing it.” 

The Twin Falls schools hud ample reasons to test . 
Andrew for ADHD. Shawna Fuller said. 

Hc'was placed in a special rc.iding program in 
grades I -5. he failed the third grade and his report 
cards indicated low reading levels throughout his 
elementary school years, the lawsuit says. 

The suit asks the court to order the Twin Falls 
schools to immediately develop a transition plan to 
educate dLstrict .staff in working with students with 
severe disabilities; to supply Andrew with 
compenstitory education until he is 21, and to develop 
a plan so that Andrew can enter college. 

It .seeks attorneys' fees and compensation to Hunt 
for the S2.200 she spent to have Andrew tested by 
Robert Augustus Weaver, a Weston. Mass., 
psychologist, who founded a clinic in his name for 
people with learning disabilities. 

The suit also asks that the di.strict be ordered to - 
provide services for Andrew ns Weaver 
recommended. 

Weaver perfonned n battery of tests and concluded 
that Andrew had ADHD and needed a tutor to work 
onc-on-onc with him in school. 

According to (he suit, thc.district violated federal 
and .state laws when: 

* Linda Hunt was never given written notice of 
district meetings about Andrew. 

* Andrew's school records were never "openly" 
reviewed at the meetings. 

* Tiic district did not have nn ADHD specialist at 
the meetings.

BOISE (AP) — lilaho i’owcr Cii, clcciri- 
cii! rates may rise or I'all with ihe mcasiirinj: 
slick gauging the stale's snowpack, 

Tlic utility is asking the klaho Public Util- 
ities Commission for. a new rale sirucliire 
based on stream Hows ilial change every 
year, iastead of a fi,sed niie that assumes wa- 
ter conditions are always normal. 

Behind the change are six years of drrnighl 
cutting into Idaho Power’s profits. The pre- 
dominantly hydrtwleciric utility has had to 
rely more on coal-tired generation and pow- 
er purchases. 


T'o cover the extra expense. Idaho l*Ower 
has askeil the I’UC for two temjxrrary.rate 
increases. 

Now the company wants a “power cost 
adjusimeni" structure that is supjxrsed to 
maleh customer rales with die cost t>f power 
supplies' aiul do awav with tempnniry in- 
creases. 

"We need lo sialiili/e the financial condi- 
tion *if the companv." Oiairinttn Joe N4ar- 
sliall said Tuesday. 

In tile quarter ended Sept. .HI. htaho Pow-, 
er's profits fell ‘1.6 |>erceni compared wtih a 


year ago. Tile company hkiincd the drought 
for the decline. 

Tlie l*UC commissioners declined lo cotn- 
nienl until they have studied the request. 
PUC spokesman Cary Richardson said. 

Rates would fluctuate up or down from the 
present baser rate of 4.7 cents per kilowatt 
hour for residcnliiil customers. 

Adjustments would be based on both the 
flow forecast :ind a “truing up" of actual 
power supply costs Incurred in the previous 
yoiir. 

Idaho Power spokesman Jeff Bciimaii said 


there would be no cap on any change. And 
he .said the adjustments would l>c cumulative. 

For example, had the power cost adjust- 
ment l>ecn in effect in 1987. residential raie.s 
would have gone up 10 percent.

Boise produces monster trout 


BOISE — Velenin’s Day was a red letter 
day for Ed Hedges of Boise, who caught a 
35-inch, 20.4-pound brown trout from the 
Boise River in the middle of town. 

Hedges caught the spawned-oul female 
on a frozen minnow he had been saving for 
catfish bail. He learned about the fish from 
a relative who spotted it while walking to 
class at Boise Slate University. 

The trout was estimated at 15-18 years 
old, according to Idaho Department of Fish 
and Game biologist A1 VanVooren, who 
also predicted that it wouldn’t have lived 
through the winter because of extreme low 
flows. 

After six years of drought, nearly all 
water in the Boise river system is being 
held in irrigation reservoirs for next season, 
putting flows at 80 to lOO-cubic feet per 
second. Natural flow in the river above the 
reservoirs is slightly higher than 300 cfs. 

Brown trout normally seek log piles. 


ovcrliairgiTor olhcr areas \vith ..heliefTronf 
predators and temperature extremes. 
Because of thV'low flows, they are forced 
into stretches of the river which offer less 
of that normal type of proieclion.- 

Brown trout were stocked in the river 
about 20 years ago but now reproduce 
naturally in the river and tributaries. 

Hedges’ fish had recently spawned but 
Van Vooren didn't offer imieh hope for 
survival of the eggs. 

“Brown trout build their redds at the tail 
of a pool, in water tliat will be pretty 
shallow under these flow conditions. 
Unless the flow increases, most shallow 
arcus will freeze solid this winter, which 
could kill a lot of trout eggs. 

Idaho's record brown is 2<'i pounds; 6 
ounces and 36 1/2 inches in length, it was 
taken from the South Fork of the Snake 
River in 1981,

F&G finds bighorns, but no sharptails

JEROME — Aerial contact of several 
species of wildlife in soutiiem Twin Falls 
county k>.st week included sage grouse and 
bighorn sheep but no sharpiail grouse. 

The Idaho Depanmenl of Fish and Game 
is trying to reintroduce bighorn sheep and 
sharptails on historic range and following 
sage grouse to inventory the strutting, 
nesting, rearing and wintering hobitat in 
Shoshone Basin. 

Biologist Randy Smith said he feels the 
sharptails, newly introduced this year from 
eiisiem Idaho, are still around and saspecis 
a malfunction ofthe radios. 

"Either the radioes fulled or we weren't 
flying over the areas they might have 
moved to." he said, 

He said the antennae were chopped in 
half before being attached to the birds, u 
move that means greater freedom of 
movement for the sharptails but half the 
transmitting range. 

Among the sheep, eight of a possible 
nine radioes were located — one of them 
being bad news. 

“We learned from one that it hadn’t 
moved since our (.asl check so I went in 
Monday morning and she (a ewe) was a 


mortality," Smith said, "She'd been dead 
long enough that it was impossible to 
detenninc the cause of death." 

Thai ewe was found in Little 
Cottonwood Creek drainage, 

Three of the four released last January in 
Dry Creek drainage were located. The other 
five were found near the original release 
.site at Big Coiionwund Canyon. 

"We had visuals on the others or some 
had moved from the previous lime to 
indicate they were still alive." Smith said. 

"We saw one small Inmeh of a ram, a 
ewe and a lamb and another that had eight 
sheep that included at least two Iambs," he 
continued. "Seeing the Iambs indicates 
we've have some prodiieiion, which is 
encouniging. Not having lost many of our 
radioed sheep indicates to us that the herd 
may he increasing slowly Inn we have no 
way of coming up with a ballpark figure of 
total population." 

The search turned up four ofnine radioed 
sage grouse released tliis spring in 
Shoshone Basin. 

"Surprisingly, all four were close 
together — but nil of them were in Nevada 
within a mile of the .stale border," Smith 
said."lt was good to learn the direction they 
were heading because it will faeiliiuie 
finding and following them later this

Anti-hunting initiatives Report: Future dra\vdovvns 


concern wildlife officials to require extra precautiorK; 


BOISE — Initiative measures supported 
by anti-hunting interests appeared on the 
November ballot iri Arizona and Colorado.' 
One failed and one passed. But both 
provided some insight into the problems 
faced by game managers and hunters as 
animal rights and animal welfare groups 
become more oui.spoken. 

"Each time one of these situations 
occurs, it gives us in Idaho a chance to 
learn," snys Idaho Fish and Game Director 
Jerry Conley. "Even in rural western states 
like ours, having management by the ballot 
box instead of biology is a possibility wc 
need to guard against." 

The Colorado measure to eliminate 
spring bear hunting, use of bait and use of 
dogs when hunting bears passed with an 
estimated 80 percent of the vole. 

In Arizona, a measure which would ban 
trapping and possibly hunting, failed with a 
63 percent majority voting no. 

Colorado division of wildlife spokesman 
Kris. Moser attributed the passes of the bear 
ballot to public dissatisfaction with the 
long-standing practice of hunting bears in 
the spring when adult females may have 
cubs to feed and with the use of bail to 
attract bears. 

Animal rights activits who crafted the 
initiative appealed to this public .sentiment 


and added the prohibition of bear hunting 
with dogs. 

Arizona's issue was an uinendment 
which would require “non-leihar meilKKls 
of management of publicly-owned wildlife. 

Although it was brought out as a 
measure to ban trapping, legal analy.sl.s 
determined that it would also prohibit the 
state wildlife agency from establishing 
hunting sea.sons. 

According to Arizona department 
spokesman Rick Beaudry, the measure 
enjoyed a 73-perccni support rale in 
January of 1992 but by election time, 
hunters' organizations had generated 
enough publicity to defeat the initiative. 

. Both states reported activity by the group 
"Fcoplc for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals" (PETA). Conley called the group 
an "animal rights, as opposed to animal 
welfare" organization. 

Such groups arc by nature opposed to the 
comsuptivc use of wildlife, including 
hunting while animal welfare groups are 
interested in the health and stability of 
animals and populations — not usually 
opposing hunting unless it appears to be 
unethical or harmful to the wildlife 
population. 

"PETA and other groups have named 
Idaho as a target state for animal-rights 
campaigns," says Conley, “which gives us 
good reason to study the events in 
Colorado and Arizona." 


WALLA WALLA. Wa.sh. (AP) — 
Future drawdowns of Snake River 
reservoirs to protect declining .salmon nins 
would require extensive precautions to 
protect dam turbines, spillways, port 
facilities and river banks, the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers said Tuesday. 

A draft report on the effects of March’s 
month-long test drawdown said the 
following steps may be needed to limit 
damage from any future drawdowns: 

— Dam turbines may have to be 
modernized. Power generation is reduced 
and wear is increased because existing 
turbines in lower Snake River dams aren't 
designed to operate wlien reservoirs arc 
drawn below minimuiu standard levels, 
said Sarah Wik. a Corps fisheries biologist. 
During March's drawdown, from SI 
million to $1.6 million in potential power 
generation was lost because ofthe lower 
water levels, she said. 

— Additional concrete may have to be 
added to protect basins that extend from the 
base of dam spillways into the water 
immediately downstream. Reduced 
resen’oir levels caused gravel and boulders 
(hat spill over the dam to damage the 
basins, which normally have a bigger 
cushion of water to dissipate the impact. 
Wik said. 

— Fish passage facilities that were 
designed to operate at nonnal water levels 
may have to be modified to help fish

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Insects are clue to Water quality 


BOZEMAN, Mont. (AP) — In water quality, 
it's the little things that count. 

The number of mayfly, stonefly and caddis 
nymphs living on the iwttom of a stream can pre- 
dict more than just an angler's chances for suc- 
cess. 

These ancf other insects reveal .changes in water 
quality, sold Fred Mongum, an aquatic ecologist 
with the Forest Service's national Aquatic 
Ecosystem Analysis Laboratory in Provo, Utah. 
Water samples nationwide, including those from 
Yellowstone National Park, arc sent to the labora-' 
tory for testing, 

Ron Jones, with the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice in the park, said they rely on Mongum — os 
well os Pork Service creel census results and in- 
sect surveys — to monitor water quality. 

“We don't have any big problems that we 
know about," Jones said of Yellowstone's lakes 
and streams. 

Yellowstone has few water quality problems 
'because it is the headwaters for several rivers, 
Jones said. Soda Butte Creek — recovering from 
gold mine tailings dumped about 60 years ago — 
is one of the few streams that flows into the park. 

It's the insects that tell the Pork Service the wa- 
ter quality — and the fishing — is improving in 
Soda Butte Creek, Jones said. 


. When some of the insect species begin to dis- 
appear, that means the fishing won't be as good 
as it once was, Mongum said. Spawning -habitat 
can be hurt by the same sediment that harms in- 
sects. 

"The fact that these insects are not there tells 
you that the in-stream habitat is in trouble and it 
probably can’t support all the parts of the life cy- 
cle of a trout,” Mangum said. 

To dctcimine o stream's health, Mangum fo- 
cuses on certain species. 

"We do have species that are kind'of.rcd flag 
species, os 1 .call them, that tell you when things 
arc starting to go bad," he explained. 

While die numbers of some species may in- 
crease as the water quality deteriorates, even 
these will eventually disappear if the water degra- 
dation continues, he said. "Then all you'll find is 
the real tolerant species," he added. 

Too much sediment, organic enrichment from 
sewage effluent or from cattle, or poisonous sub- 
stances such os those found in mine tailings will 
cither kill the most sensitive insect species or 
force them to' float downstream, Mangum said. 

Some mayflics-orc among the most sensitive 
insects that feoct to water quality changes, 
Mangum said. It's the mayflies' gills that make 
them vulnerable, he added. 

And because the rhayfly nymphs live beneath 
rocks in the streams, they must move if sediment 
covers the stream bed, he said. 

Among the more tolerant species to water 


degradation ore midges. Mangum said. Some 
members of the species have hemoglobin in their 
blood — similar to that in human blood — that 
carries oxygen. 

"They can live in a stream lhat’.s extremely pol- 
luted Imausc they have a more efficient way of 
using the oxygen and saving it." Mangum ex- 
plained. 

^Aquatic worms arc another sign of changing 
water quality. 

“They live in the sediment and they thrive 
where there's organic enrichment." Mangum 
said.““Thcy become abundant where you have' 
overgrazing in an area." 

Simuliid, popularly known as black flies, arc 
another indicator ofhigh levels of organic enrich- 
ment in water, he added. The riulrienls produce an 
abundance of zooplankton — micro-organisms 
that could be cither algae or small animals — the 
flies feed on. 

"These aquatic insects continually drill," 
Mangum said. "When condilTons are not too good 
where lliey’rc at. thcy‘11 Just pack their bugs and 
away they'll go. And if conditions return to good 
in that stream, there will be insects fio:i(ing down 
from upstream that say. 'Ilcy (his is pretty good' 
and they'll set up housekeeping again. 

“They'll tell you when things arc getting bad 
and they'll tell you when they're good. And 
they'll tell you aller they've been had that the 
conditions have improved," Mangum said. 
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Groups battle wolf control in Alaska 



ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — Alaska's plan 
to shoot hundreds of gray wolves from heli- 
copters this winter has put the slate's billion-dol- 
lar tourism industry in the crosshairs. 

Several environmental groups in the Lower 48 
states said they would start pushing a boycott of 
Alaska tourism, the state's third-lorgest industry 
in terms of Jobs, behind the military and seafood 
processing. 

“We’re trying to convince officials with author- 
ity to reverse this policy." said Priscilla Feral, 
president of the Connecticut-based animal rights 
group Friends of Animals. 

"So we’re talking money — a language (the 
state) will understand." 

In Son Francisco on Monday, about a dozen 
protesters chanted "Save the wolf — boycott 
Alaska," and passed out leaflets outside a travel 
agency that books cruises' to Alaska. 

Last week, Alaska’s Board of Game approved a 
hotly debated plan to kill 300 or more gray 
wolves — up to 80 percent — in two areas of the 
eastern interior next year to enlarge moose and 
caribou herds. 

Conservationists said they believe the wolves. 


which are extinct in most pans of the country but 
are considered numerous in Alaska, ore being 
killed to improve conditions for caribou and 
moose hunters. 

The Department of Fish and Game acknowl- 
edges that hunters would benefit but says a boost 
in the numbers of moose and caribou also could 
create an "American Screngcii" for wildlife 
watchers that would'bbost tourism. 

Tourism injects about SI. I billion into Alaska's 
economy each year and S52 million into state cof- 
fers in the form of taxes, fees, state ferry opera- 
tions, a recent study found. 

State tourism groups have been distancing 
themselves from the controversy. 

"I think the cfTort to manage wildlife shouldn’t 
be associate^ with the effort to attract visitors.” 
said Tina Lindgrcn. executive director of the 
Alaska Tourism Marketing Council. 

"But the (Fish and Game) comments about 
tourism were widely reported, and that’s what's 
put tourism right in the middle." 

The council, which gets 85 percent of its fund- 
ing from the state, neither favored nor oppo.scd 
the shooting plan, "but if we get many people 


considering canceling their vacations in Alaska, 
we may change our position," she s:iid. 

She focused on (he plan’s upside — a ban on 
wolf hunting and trapping around Denali National 
Park and Preserve, Alaska's leading wolf-viewing 

Wendy Wolf, deputy director of (he stile Divi- 
sion of Tourism, said sonic people had called to 
say they were changing their travel plans because 
of the wolf-control plan. 

Department of Fish and Game spokesman 
Bruce Bartley .said he didn’t think the Board of 
Game would change its mind. 

His office has taken many phone calls people 
who “assume we're going to eradicate wolves, 
and that's just not (he case," lie said. 

“No one. including us. likes the idea of going 
out.ond killing wolves." he added. "In a perfect 
world, there would be a better way. but (his is the 
best way." 

If the environmental groups want to capture (lie 
wolves “and defray part of the cost of moving 
them someplace else, we’re willing to help.” 
Bartley said. 

Alaska has an estimated 6.000 to 7.000 wolves, 
of which about 1 .000 are killed each year through 
hunting, tripping and statc-s;inctioned "contrur 
measures. ,

will be continued 


BOLSH Research on Idaho's 
wolverines will he coniitiiied an- 
other year, using I’uiuls provided 
by the Sawtooth National Forest. 

Idaho eongrcssniaii Rieiiard 
Stallings was iiistrtimenial in se- 
curing SOO.OOO in the national 
forest budget, 

Using fluids provided in previ- 
oils i'orest Service budgets, biol- 
ogists for the Idalui Depanmenl 
of Fish and Oanie have conduct- 
•ed winter track surveys, mailed 
quesliotititiires and put up posters 
around the stale to gel ciii/en re- 
ports of wolverines, which are 
seldom seen and studied even 
less ollen, 


Currently, researchers are"” 
tracking two female wolverines 
filled with radio tran.smittcrs in 
an elfim to leani the range and 
habits of the reclusive animals. 

The wolverines were trapped 
last winter in central Idaho 
around Sawtooth Valley,. Re- ■ 
searchers spent the .summer 
iraeking the two over a combined 
area of 230 square miles. Neither 
had young lliis year, The trapping 
and allacliing radios will continue 
through the coming vMiler. 

The wolverine is listed as a 
stale species of special concern 
and a sensitive species by the 
Forest Service. 


Lawsuit ] U.S. sends whooping cranes to Canada

CHEYENNE, Wyo. (AP) 
— A lawsuit challenging a 
U.S. Forest Service orter al- 
'' lowing unregulated "bear bait- 
ing” in Wyoming's national 
forests was dropped today in 
the face of a decision to re- 
voke the order. 

The Fund for Anima|s an- 
nounced today it dropped the 
lawsuit it filed with Friends of 
the Bow in federal court in 
Washington, D.C., in connee- - 
lion with a Forest Service de- 
cision to drop a requirement 
that hunters in' the Medicine 
Bow National Forest obtain 
special permits to place "bear 
bails.”' 

In addition to revoking the 
order, the Forest Service also 
agreed to comply with odiriin- 
istralive ond environmental re- 
quirements in assessing its in- 
volvement in the practice of 
bear baiting, the Fund for Ani- 
mals and Friends of the Bow 
said in a news release. 

Friends of the Bow is a 
Wyoming conservation group 
that focuses on environmental 
issues in the national forest in 
southern Wyoming. 

"Wc ore convinced that 
once the Forest Service mkes 
the hard look at bear baiting 
required by the National Envi- 
ronmental Policy Act, they 
will have no choice but to ban 
the practice,"'said Don Duerr, 
a Friends of the Bow member. 
“It's time the Forest Service 
realized that allowing hunters 
to place baits on public lands 
conflicts with other recreation- 
al uses ofthc national forests." 

Bear bails can consist of up 
to 200 pounds of any sub- 
stance used to attract black 
bears, including honey, food 
and animal ports. 

In Wyoming, hunters are al- 
lowed to plac_e baits 187 days 
of the year tO' lure black bears 
to on area to be hunted. 

Special use permits had 
been required for the place- 
ment of the boils, but the For- 
est Service eliminated the. re- 
quirement for national forest 
lands in Wyoming. 


ALBUQUERQUE. N.M. (AP) — 
The Unite* jtates has sent two 
whooping crimes to Canada as the 
vahguard for perhaps a third migra- 
tory flock of the endangered snow- 
white birds. 

The flock "would nest somewhere 
in Canada and probably winter 
somewhere on the East Coa.s( of the 
United States." said Greg Tarry, as- 
sociate director of zoological opera- 
tions for (he Calgary Zoo. "Exactly 
where has not been determined yet." 

The two birds arrived in Calgary, 

, Alberta. Nov. 13, and "they seemed 
to be good as far os wc can tell” af- 
ter their airplane trip from Wiscon- 
sin. Tarry said. 

"Additional birds will be shipped 
from our captive flocks in (he U.S. 
in 1993 with the eventual goal of 
having 10 breeding pairs at Calgary, 
said James Lewis of Albuquerque, 
whooping crane coordinator for the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 

"The Calgary flock will help pro- 
duce birds fbr release in (he wild to 
establish another migratory flock in 
Canada lalc'tbis decade." 


The experimental 
flock of whooping 
cranes at Grays 
Lake, Idaho now 
.. numbers’only 10. 

The breeding pairs in Canada’s 
first captive whooper flock probably 
won’t produce any young wlioopcrs 
before 1997. Lewis .said. 

The number of whoopers once 
dropped to 16 in 1941. But they've 
increased to around 240 in two wild 
flocks and in capllvily. They've 
been a federally endangered species 
since 1967. 

Adult whoopers arc about 5 feet 
tall on long spindly legs, their black- 
tipped wings spanning 7X' feet. — - 

The first pair going to Canada — 
a mole nomed Duncan and a female 
named Wisconsin — are from the 
International Crane Foundation at 
Bamboo, Wis., which has 37 
whoopers afler the two were shipped 
out via a private airplane. 

Another 52 whoopers arc at the 


Faluxcni Wildlife Re.searcli Center 
at Laurel. Md.. and two arc in a zoo 
in San Antonio. Tc.xas. 

*“'A'wild Hock of about 140 ivlmop- 
cfs spends summers nesting at Wood 
Buffalo National P.ark in Canada's 
Northwest Territory, then migrates 
2.500 miles south to winter at the 
Aransas National Wildlife Refuge 
on the Texas Gulf Coast. 

Another 10 wild whoopers are 
wintering along the central Rio 
Grande Valley in New Mexico. 

They arc an experimental Hock 
that summers with sandhill cranes at 
Gravs Lake National Wildlife 


Refuge in soullicastem Idaho and 
flics 750 miles to its sinillierii win- 
tering grounds. 

The 10 whoopers are all that re- 
main in the lloek that was csiah- 
lished in 1975 hy placing .whooper 
eggs in the nests of sandhill cranes. 
The (irays Lake wlinopers peaked at 
.13. in the winter of 19.S4-S5. hut the 
birds did not breed. 

Knowledge gained from the Grays 
Lake whoopers is Vgbing to help es- 
tablish the next migratory llock and 
help avoid the same pitfalls" that be- 
fell the Grays Lake wlioopers. Tarry 
said. 


A wild stationary flock of whoop- 
ers is to be eslahlisiicd this year on 
the banks ofthe Kissimmee River 60 
miles nonh of Orlando, Fla., to iielp 
ensure the birds' surs'ival. j 
"We're hoping to release the bird.s 
on the Ifitli of Deeijmber," Lewis 
said, "We’re planning on the rclea.se 
of 12 birds and monitoring them for 
■two years. They'll all be radio- 
tagged, 

“And depending on the results of 
that, then we'd initiate aiinuarreleas- 
es with the goal of releasing 20 birds 
a year."

When you read ihe credils ai llie 
movie'.s end. you read the names of 
people who think of ifiemselves as 
ordinary folks. Persersely. they 
think of the other people in the cred- 
ils - friends of theirs - as railier. ex- . 
traordinary. 

All of them think themselves' 
lucky to live in Montana and a little. 
-bit-fooH^lrf«>-h.ivc actually l>een pan 
of 

making a movie, even a good 
movie, a gi>od movie with lly llsh- 
ing in it.. . _ . 

Rol>crt Redfortl's tnt)vie. "A River 
-Runs'-nirouplflr." • is- an- accurate- 
rcnditi«m of the sparse bonk on 
which it is based. Norman- 
Maclean's book is not about tlyTtsIi- 
ing; it is not about Montana ' hdf 
alxiul the Wesicm myibs and.won- 
dcrous tales - yet both bootc ahd 
tnovie contain all of these, h :1s 
about people. eMraordiiiarily ordi- 
uary people that reveal the epic-hu- 
tnan qualities in the moments of 
their lives and the lives of .their 
loved ones, . .. 

Tile Montana folks - with the help, 
of a few iHiIside I'rieiuls - were io- 
stntmenial in ctealini!

as a hisl«uical movie set in an 1 llh 
century '-alhcdral w«nitd require the 
e.xperlise of uuujein church histori- 
ans, sr'l.cillbid's 'movie had to au- 
iheniica'e the eipiipmenl and the 
customs of the liisinrical era of early 
2()lh Century Montana lly llshing. 
l-'ly rtiils had to be bamboo. Hies au- 
thentic for the period, leaders of 
knoKed silkiv<(rfii gut. Creels ucrc 



split willow and bound with water- 
tolerant pigskin. Casting techniques 
were different in the 1920s and '30s. 
All of these items arc as important to 
tlic mood of the movie as the cloili- 
iiig styles, the lifestyles and the in- 
terleaving cultural lime warps repre- 
sented by thctasl of characters. Liv- 
ing remnants of the I9lh century 
mix with the advance_dcmcnts of 
Californian beach culture and the 
tentacles of East Coast cultural 
elitism. 

It is tills milieu of characters, val- 
ues and their conflicting currents 
that provide the moral tension of "A 
•River Runs ’nirough It." 31ic natural 
'paradise of Montana, llien and now. 
cbiitrilniies more than .scenery, llic 
mountains, the rivers and ranging 
visutiare reminders that earth's val- 
ue.s;cndure but ibey have value tw-' 
.cause men are here to value them. 
-Tlic value of tlic resource changes as 
men's values are altered, as their 
needs and perceptions are altered, It 
was not long ago that most men be- 
lieved nature was fearsome, daiiger- 
ous. sometbing to sulxlue or to 
avoid. It is only modem man who 
has the notion that nature is. by defi- 
nition. benevolent, kind and fulsome 
to man. Our liK'al citizens, the fann- 
ers. the ranchers - all of u.s. really - 


arc forced to deal with nature's re- 
sources and moods on a daily basis. 
The drought is nature, the earth- 
quakes are nature, the dust storms, 
the hail, the blizzards, the weeds, the 
inimical beasts and the vemiin arc 
nature. Man may exalt nature and 
exalt in its glory, he may also be 
subdued, broken and reduced to 
dust. 

There is nature in man. We speak 
of a man's nature in Ihe same 
breadth that we define hfs character. 
Tlic” story of “A River Runs Through 
It" is an nilcmpt to define the char- 
acter of a man and what forms it. 
Two. brothers,. I‘lcrally living in a. 
Garden of Eden, are directed and 
formed by the character of their 
minister faliier, loving mother and of 
Montana, the Montana of men and 
the Montana of nature. Some movie 
critics don't get it. I suggest they 
don't often deal with rural parables 
that differ from Hollywood Wcsieni 
niyth. 

Ry fishing is a metaphor. It be- 
comes a pliilosophy celebrating 
mastery of a discipline, an exacting 
discipline, that is seldom mastered - 
though often practiced - that at 
once exalts life and its practitioner. 
Once exalted and mastered, one can 
only fail, be martyred or acquire 
sainthood. Mtlrtyrdom, sainthood - 
and failure - are really irrelevant to 
the philosophy and. ultimately, to 
man. It is the striving, the matching 
of oneself to a defined discipline, 
pliilosophy - or religion - and this 
moment of exultation that defines 


the character and purpose of a hu- 
man being. 

Can all this hyperbole be read into 
a simple rural parable about a minis- 
ter’s family in rural I920's Mon- 
tana'.’ Yes. Tlie narrator is Maclean 
as an-old man reflecting back on his 
life and its lessons, asking its mean- 
ings. examining its ghosts, the spiri- 
tual world of his past. 

Tile folks that supponed the tech- 
nical aspects of rural Montana fish- 
ing were all touched by the movie 
and the vision of Robert Redford in 
telling Maclean’s story. Some young 
men. Jerry Siem' of Winston rods; 
for example, have had to'rccbgnize 
the antecedents of modem fishing to 
acknowledge history. Jolin Faust of 
Hamilton. Mont., has 'been recog- 
nized for his technical expertise by 
the Smithsonian Museum. John Bai- 
ley of Dan Bailey Co. has gained 
stature as has his contemporaries, 
George Anderson. Tom Travis and a 
host of others. Old jniilii-honorcd 


men, whose lives span backward to- 
ward the depicted era were sought 
out for one more public pronounce- 
ment of their ma-stcry, Walt Powell 
of Powell Rod Co. built Ihe canc 
rods for the movie. 

Tills motley group of men. com- 
petitors in business and in person, 
united to help a man with a purpose 
show 'a story using the source of 
their livelihood as a central 
metaphor for a good life. Tliey did it 
well, they did it united and they did 
it for love - because they believe the 
metaphor. They believe for a simple 
reason - for them it is reality. 

Tliere is‘a moment in the movie 
when one brother says he is going to 
grow up to be a professional fly fisli- 
ennan. His older brother - in llial 
mythical time and place - stiys he 
cannot for there is no such profes- 
sion. It is 'the strength of lly fishing 
as u discipline that there are hun- 
dreds of professors of the philoso- 
phy of fly fisliing and millions of 


acolytes and adherents in this all too 
real and modem age. I know most of 
the men that made the movie, and 
they arc only men - with all of 
man's weaknesses but also with all 
of man’s strengths. To a man. they 
arc good men and all would agree 
that the rivers, the mountains and fly 
fishing have helped to make them 
so. It is only natural and in their na- 
ture that they would support an en- 
deavor that profc-sscs an element of 
their cliaracicr.to other men outside 
the garden. 

Fables, parables and myths are 
simple narrative techniques to teach 
lasting lessons and truths, to ask uni- 
versal questions asked- of every gen- 
eration. "A River Runs Tlirough It." 
the l)ook and now the movie, tells its 
tale well and asks its questions of all 
of us. It may not sit on the shelf next 
to your Bible - but then Montana is 
not Galilee.

In Wyoming, agents raided the 
state Agriculture Department’s 
Predator Control Lab in Cheyenne, 
where the state predator control offi- 
cer. was accu.sed of selling illegal 
poisons to ranchetrs in three states. 

That raid, one at a ranch near 
Laramie and another in Colorado" 
netted enough illegal poisons to 
miikc an estimated 10 million fatal 
doses.

Agency draws mixed comment 
on task of animal protection

CAMP'BULLIS. .Texas — With the .sporadic 
crackle of rifles and tlie rumble of a distant 
helicopter. Du.sty Brxins slops along a sandy trail and 
points lo a small, basket-shaped nest liigh in the 
crotch of a juniper hrancli. "There's one," he 
whispers. "It's a perfect location for them.” 

The nest belongs lo an endangered species — the 
golden-cheeked warbler, a finger-size, gold-and- 
olive songbird that lives in the unlikely liabitut ol a 
Army training site. Its distinctive buzzy song is often 
lost in the tumult of automatic weapons fire. 

Bruns is'anotlier incongruity. Tall and hiconic, in 
denim and cowboy bools, lie is a wildlife specialist 
fofc the Department of Defense, managing the 
28,000-acrc Amiy camp just west of San Antonio’s 
Loop 1604. 

He is paH cbpV part 'scichtisf '--^'chasiilg a training 
unit from a stand of valuable old cedar, supciy ising 
’sound tests to gauge gunfirc'.s effect on mating' 
black-cnppcd vircos. “My job is to be out there, like 
a park ranger and keep the commander out of 
trouble," he said. “We arc very much in the public 
eye when it comesto environmental Lssues." 

With its large, uninhabited tracts of land, the 
Department of Defense increasingly has become 
landlord to many species of endangered flora and 
fauna, Rapiers thrive on ground squirrels ul Idaho 
bombing ranges: rare sage grouse nest'near tank 
trails in Wa.shington: fragile Smith Blue buttcrflie.s 
feed on a scarce variety of buckwheat at Fort Ord, 
Calif. 


The Pentagon gels some grudging respect for its 
work. Rep. Bruce Venio, D-Minn., a critic of the 
military’s vast land holdings, .secs "positive aspeets’y 
to it's stewardship. "The military has shown 
.increasing infercst in being a total land manager in 
terms of these holdings becoming sanctuaries for 
endangered species." he said. 

Scott Fcicrabcnd, director of fisheries and wildlife 
for The National Wildlife Federation, says some 
mililary facilities, such as Fort Sill, Okla., get high 
marks. But he is critical of other sites, like Fort 
Bragg, N.C., wherc'thcncsting groundsTof lhc red 
cockaded woodpecker are threatened. 

Fcicrabcnd concedes the military holds "a very 
important chunk of real estate that is providing some 
important wildlife resources,” 

Camp Bullis is such an example. With less than 1 
percent of Texas devoted to public lands, the 44- 
■ square mile base protects the endangered warbler and 
vireo from jlomestic and urban predators. 

The birds need a balance of 40-ycar-old juniper 
and younger growths of low lying bushes for ncsiingi 
and food. The Texas hill country, with its lightning- 
induced brush fires, once provided the perfect mix, 
but now. "in the outside world they put out the fires." 
/Urun^ explained. 

It is another matter at Camp Bullis. Small-arms 
fire touches off occasional brush fires. Bruns 
supervises controlled burns to keep the right level of 
growth. "We arc introducing fire to produce nature 
as il once was," he said. Tlie controlled bunW'Ttlsy 
create habitats for while-tailed doer, doves and wider 
variety of plant life.

The Australians had chased the Japanese back 
north across the “Ghost Mopmajns” of the Owen 
Stanley range on New Guinea. On Nov. 2, 1942. 
they raised their tlag over Kokoda. 

On this same date. Gen. Douglas Mac Arthur.- 
Supreme Allied Commander of the Southwest I’a- 
cific Theater set Nov. 15 for the final drive to 
lake the main enemy base at Buna on the north 
coxst. 

- The men of the U.S. 32nd Infantry Division 
; were impatient. They had been sitting on "Fever 
; Ridge” at Pongani for several weeks suffering all 
tlte discoritforts of the jungle including rampant 
dysentery and malaria. Rations were short as the 
.Dutch and native trawlers that carried supplies 
around the island from Milmi.Bay had limited ca- 
pacity. Buna was only 30 miles away, why wait? 

The answer was twofold. The Australians need- 
ed to gel into position by crossing the Kumusi 
River which they did on Nov. 15. Also, the 
Americans needed to bring up more supplies, es- 
pecially ammunition and artillery borrowed from 
the Aussies. The attack was moved up to Nov. 14 
in fear that the Japanese might win the naval bat- 
tles then being fought around (iuadalcanal. 

The attack quickly stalled. Both the Aussies

The 2nd battalioms of both the 126th 
and 12Sih irfiiiii i||; codc-named “Urbapa 
Force”, attacked the Triangle, a complex of 
bunkers protected by a creek and neck-deep 
swamps'. 

Little headway could be made because the 
troops lucked weapons that . could destroy 


bunkers. They had no tanks or flame-throwers 
and the bunkers could withstand the limited or- < 
tillcry and mortars available. Bombing was riot 
accurate enough to. substitute. Ten men were 
killed by American planes whose bombs landed 
on the wrong side of the battle line. 

A Thanksgiving Day attack on Cape Enda- 
iadere wxs al.so repulsed. 

When the rest of the 126th Regiment became 
disorganized in the jungle while leading the 
Aassie 16th Brigade attack, word was passed to 
MaeArthur that the green American troops were 
fulling down on the job. 

MacArthur .sent his I Corps commander, Lt. 
Gen. Robert Eichclberger to the front with orders 
to "^<kc Buna or don’t come back alive.” Eichcl- 
berger arrived Dec. I . 

In the meantime the situation had irnproved. 
Tlieind' Battalion, 126ih Infantry,' made a suc- 
cessful night advance on Nov. 29-30. This unit 
had been toughened while serving with the Aus- 
tralians during the pursuit over the riuiuntains. 

Just before dawn ihey hit a force of crack 
Japanese marines, veterans of China and Java, 
With fixed bayonets, the Americans charged 
through heavy fire. As an ofTiccr recalled “Brave 
men led and others followed." There was now a 
hole in the enemy position. 

The task remained to exploit it.

SUBIC BAY NAVAL BASH. 
Philippines (AP) — In the empty, 
gleaming-while buildings of the 
largest American naval base in Asia, 
sailors and Marines have packed up 
all Iha^ remains of nearly a century 
of U.S. military presence. 

Tliis past Tuesday, the la.st of 
them left Subie. ringing down the 
curtain on what began as America's 
only colonial adventure. 

In September 1991, the Philippine 
Senate rejected a new lO-year lease 
on the only remaining U.S. base in 
the fomier colony. Leaders of the' 
“ movcmcnrdcscribcd'iras-an attempi’ 
to achieve "genuine inde'pendence." 

Clark Air Base. .“iO miles northeast 
of Subic, was relinquislicd in 
November 1991 after being severely 
damaged by an eniplion of nearby 
Mount Pinalubo. At Clark, the smmd 
of elepliani grass rustling in the 
breeze has replaced the din of jet en- 
gines. 

Tlie American departure was 
brought alwut by the end ofllie Cold 
War and the aspirations of Pilipino 
nationalism. It ends an era when llie 
United Stales, founded on 'the anti- 
imperialist principles of; freedom 
and self-determination, decided to 
project its power and innuence far 
Ixiyond its shores. 

America became a wtirld power 
wlien it defeated Spain in IH9K and 
seized the Philippines, Tlie Spanish- 
American War was the first Ameri- 
cans had fought Iwyond their own 
continent and the Philippines be- 
came the only U.S. colony. 

Nfany years later, the United 
•'Slates paid the price of world power 
in the lerrihio battles of Bataan, Cor- 
regidor and Leyte Gulf. 

After Suhic closes, tlie .only 
American soldiers in the Philippines, 
apart from a small military assis- 
tance deiadmient, will be the I7.2IK) 
World War II dead buried in llie mil- 
itary cemetery at Makati, 

nie Americans leave a mixed 
legacy. 

They brought the [inglisli 
language. Westdm democratic tradi- 
tions and mass education, but the 
archipelago remains what it was* 
when the Americans eanie: an Asian 
nation with a ^nique national char- 
a'clcr. Us political inslilulions are 
more caricatures Ilian copies of their 
American models, 

No other 'country has played siicli 
a prominent role in U.S. military 
liisiory or in shaping America's re- 
sponse lo the world. 

Generations of American leaders 
, wf-'re affeeicd by .iiieir .e.xperiunce. 
here. 

William Howard Taft, who later 
became president, served as the llrsi 
civilian governor general. 

Douglas MacAnhur came to the 
Philippines in 1904 as a lieiiienant

Dwight D, 
Eisenhower, as his chief-aide. —

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Mystery 
ship sailed 
into storm 


MIAMI (AP) — A tnyslorious 
ship sailed through the eye of Hurri- 
cane Andrew just an hour before the 
storm smashed into Florida, and 
federal meteorologists said Monday 
they want to talk to the crew about - 
the storm, 

The ship, whieli could have valu- 
able infoniialion about the hurri- 
cane, was tracked steaming soutli- 
lo-nonh along the coast until the 
slonn knocked out shore-based 
radar. 

"If the ship had totally disap- 
peared we would figure it was the 
Hennuda Triangle." said Sam Hous- 
ton of the National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric Admini.stration. “But we 
tracked it going north out of the 
eye, so we’re sure it survived. It’s 
like a detective investigation.’’ 

Tile ship must be 400 to 500 feet 
long, probably a tanker or a 
freighter, said Houston. 

The ship’s track during the early 
morning of Aug. 24 was discovered 
bnlTnir Octobcr' wlTCir'NOAT ' 
Hurricane Research Division re- 
viewed radar images of the storm. 

Meteorologists hope the crew 
kept a log of wind speed, air pres- . ^ 
sure and wave height that couldyi^ 
give a better idea of the hurricane’s ' 
development. 

"We don’t have any wave mea- 
surements offshore,’’ said Houston. 
"Of course, it's possible that the 
crew may not have had time. The 
seas out there were incredible." 

Coast Ciuard spoke-sman Roger 
Wetherell said his agency was 
cheeking its Hies, but was pes- 
simistic about discovering the 
ship's identity, nmergeneies re- 
ceived priority that night, he said. 

"During the hurricane there were 
so many search and rescue cases of 
bouts in distress." said Wetherell. 
"The only way wc would have a Hie 
on it is if there wits n distress nr 
overdue report." 

NOAA has had a few lips on the 
ship, but so far none have checked 
out. said Houston. 

A cruise liner did move iltrougli 
the area around thni lime, but it was

Consumption of hydrocodonc — 
sold as Lortab or Vicodin ■ — in Utah 
climbed 34 percent from 1987 to 
1990, and 7 percent in 1990. 

The state Division of Occupation- 
al and Professional Licensing said 
hydrocodonc is the drug listed in 
most of its recent cases involving 
fraudulent call-in prescriptions and 
other illegal methods of 'securing 
controlled substances. ■ 

. "It is the most popular drug in 
Utah," said Marvin Sims, a drug en- 
forcement investigator with the li- 
censing division. “Wc have had 
some addicts tell us they take five or 
six tablets at once and gel a buzz 
similar to heroin." 

Utah addicts aren't the only ones 
who have discovered the "buzz." 
Sims said hydrocodonc use is on the 
; rise nationwide, prompting a DEA 
study into changing the drug’s clos- 
sificaiion and making it more dilTi- 
cull to obtain. 

In 1990. Utah ranked sixth in hy- 
drocodonc use behind Louisiana, 
Texas, Tennessee, Nevada and No. 
1 Alabama. 

Hydrocodone’s classification, os a 
schedule 3 noreoiic makes it cosy to 
obtain. A prescription for hy- 
drocodone con be filled and refilled 
over the phone. By contrast, meperi- 
dine or Demerol, a schedule 2 nar- 
cotic, can't be prescribed over the 
phone, and its use decreased by 34 
percent in 1990.

that cause AID.S and liepalitis B can 
survive wiiiiin .iienlal tools that are 
washed with ilisinfeelani Inil not 
lieal-sierilized, pi'sing a potential 
risk of disease iransmisSiitii. accord- 
ing to a new simiy. 

'I'iie leeenl case of a Florida den- 
tist who irunsinitted the virus tti five 
paiienl.s ignited widespread fear 
about catching AIDS from dental 
proeeiluies. But the inl'ecled patients 
ill Florid.n got llic vims from itie 
dentist, not from comaininated 
eiiuipmeiitr according to investiga- 
tions by die U.S. Qenter.s for Dis- 
ease Control. 

1-xperls -said the' findings of tiie 
study published in the Nov, 21 issue 
of Tlie l.ancei are plausible, but the 
risk of catching AIDS from dental 
tools is probably very low. No such 
eases tif have been reported. 

^ However, liiiding pieces of AIDS 
vims in dental tools is "worrisoine, 
mainly because the tnaterial was 
present in internal areas of the 
equipment tluii are not readily ac- 
cessible to clicmical gennicidcs." 
.said Dr. David L. Lewis, ilie investi- 
gator and microbiologist in (he de- 
partment of Ecology at the Universi- 
ty of (icorgia, 

"The new standard of dentistry 
should be thal everything thal goes 
into a patient's mmith should either 
he disposed of or ’heal treated." said 
Lewis.

SEATTLE (AP) — A Russian 
navy ship dropped anchor in Elliou 
Bay carrying a space capsule full of 
symbolic treasures, and planeloads 
of Russian citizens arrived as civic 
leaders planned events to promote 
good will and good business.

Tile round, 5,l.S2-pound Resurs 500 
capsule circled ihe canh 1 1 1 times 
after it was carried into orbit by a 
Soyuz rocket launched Nov, 16 
Irom the Plesels cosmodrome near 
Archangelsk. 

in addition to the Marshal Krylov. 
.^(H) Russian visitors arrived shortly 
iK'fore 10 p.m. MST Monday at 
Seaiile-Tacoma Inleniuiional Airport 
on two Aeroflot charier flights. 

Tlic visitors were mulched to host 
families from Seatilc-area Rotary 
clubs. 

Tlie Marshal Krylov was sched- 
uled to dock at Pier 42 in Seattle 
Tuesday and oflload the capsule 
and a 12-ton amphibious cross- 
coimiry vehicle called a Ruyian 


ZIL. Rare public tours of the vessel 
were planned for Wednesday and 
today. 

Tlte pier was prepared for an offi- 
cial welcoming ceremony today, 
with scheduled appearances by Seat- 
tle Mayor Nonn Rice and U.S. Sen. 
Slade Gonon. 

Tlie space-capsule delivery, 
dubbed Space HigliLEurope-Anier- 
ica 500, commemorates the Imema- 
tional Year of Space and the 50(llh 
anniversary of Columbus' arrival in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

It's also a demonstration of Rus- 
sian know'-liow. The splashdown, 
using tedtnology once reserved for 
Soviet military forces, heralds Rus- 
sian interest in ideas for converting 
such expertise to civilian use. 

•Most Soviet space capsules touch 
down within 10 miles of their tar- 
get. said John Pike. Space Policy 
Project director for the Eedcration 
of American Scientists in Wasliing- 
ton.

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Job hunting in America baffles ex-Soviets

NEW YORK — Looking fora job? 

Here in the United States you mu.st smile 
during that interview. 

Don't smoke. 

And — perhaps most important — don't 
drink vodka. 

The art of the job interview is pretty ba- 
sic here in the heanliind of capitalism. But 
the whole process of finding work in the 
Un ite d S t ates is downright bewildering for 
people who grew up on the opposiie side 
of the Iron Curtain. 

"You mu.si persuade an American em- 
ployer that you will bring in more money 
than they will pay you,” Stephen Rosen 
told a group of sullen scientists and engi- 
neers the other night. “In the communist 
sy.stem, this is called exploitation. In this 
country, we call it capitalism." 

Heads shook in disbelief. 

The 19 people — all unemployed emi- 
gres from the former Soviet Union — were 
enrolling in a class called Scientific Career 
Transitions. 

Call it "A Cra.sh Course in Capitalism." 

Rosen, an intense American physicist 
who serves as the chief guidance counselor 
for the course, was delivering o dose of 
shock therapy. 

Rosen said Americans frequeiitly 


changed jobs — even careers c— every few 
years. In the Soviet system, scientists and 
engineers held jobs for life, whether they 
liked them or not. ■— - -i. 

Thc audience of mechanical engineers, 
metallurgists, computer programmers, an 
organic chemist and an oa'anologist 
learned that the free, 12-sessian course 
would teach them what they already sus- 
pected: Under capitalism, everything is 
topsy-turvy.' 

Here, Russian resumes have about as 
..muclL.Yalue-as.y.csterdny!s.new!>pnp.er.at\d. 
success at landing a job hinges as much on 
their ability to schmooze, network and dis- 
play a sunny personality. 

When Nina Suslinu arrived from Ukraine 
four months ago she believed the fabled 
capitalist system would eagerly ab.sorb a 
person of her technical talent. But from the 
start, Americans were unimpressed with 
her credentials — her 15 years teaching, 
her professional papers, her patents for 
construction techniques. Rather, they 
seemed more concerned that she nuiirtlain a 
cheerful American pose. 

"People ask how I am, and I tilways have 
to say, I am well, I am fine,"' said Suslina, 
who has learned to wear (he perky smile of 
a party hostess. "But really 1 am not well." 

Rosen tells them that getting a job Ls 
hard work. Responding to ads and mailirtg 
out hundreds of resumes is not enough. 
Tlicy must establish contacts and researeh

Rosen tells them they must 
dress well, get a haircut and show up on 
tvime. Ask questions but don't argue. IXrn'l 
be depressed, he warned. “Americans can 
see it in your face." 

And some customs arc unappreciated in 
the United Stales: Do not smoke. Do not 
order vodka during lunch. 

Ollier behavior is seen as evasive. For in- 
stance, the emigres were asked, should 
they try to avoid eye contact on the theory 
that this is likely to iiuike the job interview- 
er. uncomfortable? 

"Of course." said Lyudmila (>oidin.ikhcr. 


a 45-year-old programmer, who fell for 
what we cull a trick question here in (lie 
United Slates. 

Other lessons were similarly confound- 
ing. Rosen said Americans do not like to 
say 'no,' so they siiy things like. “We'll 
keep your re.sume on file.". 

"This is the American no.'" .said Rosen, 
xs Jicfuddled expressions swept across (he 
room. 

Vhidimir Minden, an environmental en- 
gineer who introduces himself as “Minden, 
-Vladimir,"- went through the course earlier 
this year and relumed this week to imparl 
his wisdom. 

"nicre i.s a large difference between the 
American mentality and the Soviet mental- 
ity." intoned Minden, 52, who has adopted 
(he appearance of an aspiring entrepreneur, 
down to the suspenders and gray pinstriped 
suit. "Be optimistic is one of the most im- 
portant things in the United Slates." 

Minden remained brightly confident, 
even (liough he has not yet found work af- 
ter a year in the Land of Opportunity. 

Must of llie scientists and engineers who 
lake (he course entered this country as 
refugees tleeiiig religious persecution. 
Rosen estinuites' lliul about 20 percent of 
the 40.000 who arrived lust year have ad- 
vanced technical skills. 

They are part of perhaps the biggest mi- 
gration of technical talent since World War 
II. Rosen. whoi;c"gmntiparenis emigrated 


from what is now Belarus, has taken it 
upon himself to help them adapt. His orga- 
nization. called the Science and Technolo- 
gy Advisory Board, is supported by grants 
and donations. 

Ro.scn has found that most of the scien- 
tists' technical skills translate across bor- 
ders, but they need major retooling in 
terms of Uieir attitude and their work ethic. 

"Some of these people think that I give 
them a job, and 1 have to explain to them 
that 1 help them to help themselves get u 
job,” said Rosen. ."From where they come 
from, they were given jobs.” 

'Rosefi warns that appearances dflen'curT 
be deceiving. Just because IBM is laying 
off 40.00() employees does not mean they 
urejiQl hiring new workers. He explained 
that American companies often hire entry- 
level personnel to replace the higher-paid 
.specialists they have just fired.

"I can’t understand sometimes," said Ta- 
lap TIeuliyeu, who had been a department 
chairman ul a university in Kazakhstan, but 
MOW wondered whether he should apply for 
work as a technician. 

Similarly confused was an engineer 
named Boris, who said he still feared for 
his family in Odessa so he preferred not to 
use his last name. 

"In Ru.ssia, we have proverb.” he s;iid, 
struggling with his English. "If you have 
papers, you are person. Ifyou do not have 
papers, you do not exist."

Hazing thrives at service academies despite official disapproval 


WASHINGTON (AP) ^ Hazing of un- 
derclassman remains common- at the na- 
tion’s three service academics, despite long- 
.standing laws and regulations intended to 
curb abusive practices, a congressional ■ 
study said Monday. 

Most hazing i.s not reported, the study re- 
ported, and even when it is the academics 
ufien do not charge anyone or drop the of- 
fense to a lesser chtirge. 

The study by the General Accounting Of- 
fice singled out the Air Force Academy for 
not taking ns aggressive steps to reduce haz- 
ing O.S the other two institutions, the Military 
Academy and the Naval Acodemy. 

The GAO, an investigative arm of 
Congress, said the distinction between legit- 
imate indoeiriflaiion of first-year .students 
and hazing "is somewhat uncleHr." But it 
said hazing' "has never completely disap- 


peared from the service academie,s, despite 
being outlawed for over a eemury." 

It recommended the academies take stcpjT 
to make clear what activities aren't pennit- 
led. to increase enforcement and to educate 
.students, faculty and alumni about the need 
to halt hazing. 

"At all three academies, ha/ing-type treat- 
ment occurs more frequently than olTieialiy 
filed charges would imply." (he report said. 
"The academics have rarely charged anyone 
with hazing and have usually chosen to pur- 
.sue hazing-type olTenses using a lesser 
charge," 

Majorities of students surveyed at c.ich 
academy told the GAO that at least twice o 
month in their first year they had been: 

* Subjected to upperclassmen screaming 
in their face. 


* Verb;i|ly hani.sscd. insulted and 

ridiculed. ' 

— • Kcquircil to ineiiu»ri/e ahJ’rtvilc trivia. 

• F'orced to use study hours for duties xs a 
"foimh-elass" student. 

"More physically abusive ftinns of liaz- 
ing. such us dunking foimh-elass students in 
toilets, using physical restraints, covering 
fourth-class students with shaving cream or 
other siibsianees or spraying them with wa- 
ter. appeared to occur less often." the report 
said. 

Sen. John <ilcnn. 1)-Ohio. said the study 
shows hazing "remains a enicl tiiei of life 
for many of our young people at the 
academies." 

(ilenn. ehairman of the Senate Armed Ser- 
vices sulKommittee on maii|>ower and per- 
sonnel. reiiucsted the investigation following 


publiei/ed abusive incidents at the Naval 
Academy. 

"Although progres.s is being made, the 
academies can iind must do better," Glenn 
s;iid. "Practices that are not eonsisienl with 
legitimate first-year training must he wiped 
out." 

Each of the academies operates a ''fourth- 
class system” to indoctrinate freshmen. The 
academies ...sanction some indoctrination 
praetiee.s. biif others that take place outside 
iheonictal hounds are eonsidereJ hazing. 

Congress first outlawed hazing in 1874, 
but the report said "many of the traditional 
elements of the fourth class systems are/suh- 
ject to potential abuse by upper elassmeu." 
Over the years deaths and injuries at the 
academies have been bhimed on hazing. 

The report credited recent changes in the 


fourth-cta.ss system at the Military and 
Naval academies witii reducing liazing treat- 
ment. But it said tlie Air Force Academy has 
not eundueted a similar in-depth review of 
its fourth class sy.stem "and it iius shown no 
recent reduction in the level of hazing." 

The report said hazing can cause cadets 
and midshipmen to sufier a.s .students and 
prospective ofileers, It .said "a strong corre- 
lation" exists between exposure to hazing 
and poor grades, reduced etireer motivation 
and dropping out of the academies. 

fhe Defense Department acknowledged 
hazing problems but .said the academies 
were already dealing with them, 

"The department agrees with many of the 
findings but does not agree that additional 
direction is needed to remedy problems cur- 
rently being addressed by the services and 
the academies." Chrislupber Jelm, assistant 
secretary for force management and person- 
nel. said.

Cold-fusion believers persevere 

Despite ridicule, small number of scientists continue fusion search

’ Despite adversity, ridicule and fading funding, 
emlnisiasis pursuing the dream of cold fusion 
keep plugging away, riinning experitnenis and re- 
porting success — while most of the world’s 
physicists conlinue to argue that the whole idea is 
absurd. 

At a reeeni-meeling in Japan, for example, re- 
searchers I'rom the United State.s, Japan. India and 
elsewhere reported gening excess energy from 
experimental fusion cells. Most think it’s a sign 
- of-atomic-fusioir.-orarleasfsome'sorrof miclear ' 
reaction taking place. 

.Still, outside experts, especially- .fusion physi- 
cists. liken it 'to perpetual motion, an illusion. 

‘ Physicist Robert L. Park, of the Americ;m,Physi- 
c.il Society, dismissed the Japan meeting as cold 
fusion’s ■‘annual seance." 

One source of acrimony is that told fusion was 
bom on (he boundary iK-lween chemistry and 
physics. Physicists, who have struggled for 
decades toward getting "hot fusion" going under 
controlled ctMiditions. were first stunned, then 
mystified and lln.illy outraged when two 
chemists, Stanley Puns and Martin Fleischmann.

.unbelievers are questions of icehnitiiie — how to 
measure heat, and delect neutrons. Iielium. gam- 
ma rays and iriiium, Classical theory predicts fu- 
sion rca'ctions must yield a Hood of neutrons and 
gamma rays, along with dcieelahle helium and 
tritium. 

If fusion is indeed occurring. Park and other 
physicists argue, the experimeniers iliemscives 
should lutvc been thoroughly cooked by radiuiinn;

77 percent. Ixilieved that they had 
learned enough about the candidates 
and their positions to make an in- 
formed decision and east llieir bal- 
lots with confidence this year., By 
tontrast. only 5 ^) percent of the voi- . 
ers expressed a simihir degree of 
confidence in a post-election poll 
luken four years ago. 

For all the talk about voter anger, 
"the American electorate feels iKiier 
about itse lf and J>e^r about the 
campaign' processliiari''ir'did' fou?" 
, years ;igo." the survey report said. 
"A large part of the increased satis- 
faction." the report added, "... ap- 
pears to be related to a feeling 
among voters that 'issues’ played an 
Imponani role in the campaign." 

. Tile, nationwide survey of 1,012 
voters was conducted Nov, 5-8; it 
has an error margin of plus or minus 
3 percentage points. 

The survey found that a majority 
of Americans believed itml the can- 
. iJidatc.s were treated fairly by the 
pres.s, although fewer believed that 
applied to President Bush than to 
Democrat Bill Clinton. 

According to the poll. 61 percent 
thought Bush had been Ircaicd fairly 
by the media, while 77 percent 
thought that was the ca.se for Clin- 
ton. Coverage of Perot wa.s rated fair 
and balanced by 67 percent of those 
que.stioned. 

Despite those responses, the sur- 
vey found that opinions of the quali- 
ty of the media’s election coverage 
remain fairlyjow.

■file pioneer cemelery . located near 
Sialcline wore a gloomy, derelict air 
one reeeni liill morning, liul Garland 
Wilson didn't dwell on its melancholy 
aspects as he docked under the fence 
and ]v>inted tnil gnives to visitors. 

He eoneeniralei! instead on bringing 
the paiplc'undergroimd to life ihrcuigh 
stories. 

Me pointed out the grave ol' John 
Hodgcii. a mail ahead) siilTeiing from 
tiiberciilosis when' he settled in the 
Slaielinc aiea in ISM. Ilodgeii nui.st 
lia\e had a premonition of his death. 
He plaited the Valley (iniveyard that 
.same year and beeame its first resident. 

Wilson also introduced visitors to 
the Menannalds. whose bachelor son 
eommiiied suieide. And old James 
Clinton Hodgen who suffered from 
eatteer ot tiie immlli and died two 
weeks alia a suigeon tried to cum liitii. 

“They vseie )seople just like you and 
I." Wilson .'aid, 

If the W.illa Walla Valley lues a 
keeper ol souls, it's none other than 
Wilson. 1 racking genealogies of valley 


settlers has been his avocation for 30 
years. 

Tlie rctired Milton Freewater, Ore., 
resident knows the burial grounds of 
Walla Walla, Columbia and Umatilla, 
Ore., counties as few do. And if you 
belong to one of the area’s oldest fami- 
lies, he probably knows more about the 
marriages, births and deallis of your 
ancestors than you do. 

“I can take any name.lhere and write 
a book on them." Wilson said, nodding 
at the Valley Cemelery tomb.stones. 

With the cu.se of talking about old 
friends, Wilson recounted- the ^ve- 
yard’s . secrcls~=-' (he Itumorous. the 
tragic and tlie tpucsome. 

One morning, residents of the area 
discovered a baby buried in tlte road"- 
way that runs in front of ihe cemetery. 
Community letiders offered to put up a 
stone and pay for a proper burial if 
someone would claim the child. But no 
one ever came for^vard. 

The cemetery also contains the grave 
of a man hanged for murdering his 
wife. His grave lies in the northwest 
comer of the cemcieiy, which is the 
■‘comer of darPhess,” according to Ma- 
sonic lore. Tlte man was buried at an 
angle, "presumably becau.se he didn’t 
mea.surc up straight in life," Wilson 
said. 

Wilson's interest in cemeteries be- 
gan one morning when a doctor 


knocked on his door. As part of a re- 
search project, the doctor was studying 
case histories of people with heart dis- 
ease. He was interested in the family of 
Wilson’s wife, since a number of her 
relatives and ancestors had dtel from 
heart disease in their 20s and 30s. 

Wilson quickly became involved in 
the genealogical side of the projecU Af- 
ter researching the background of his 
wife. Iris, he moved on to oilier fami- 
lies. , f 

Over the years. Wilson and'othcis-- 
have copied and indexed records of 
early settlers from old marriage licens- 
es, newspaper'. Ticcouiils,''.'blnh' and,, 
death ccrtincaies and even school 
records. The records in his ba.semcnl 
luive bocome^sort of a "one-stop shop" 
for l^ople tracking old families. 

But Wilson frequently relics on - 
cemeteries to provide important clues 
when Hacking an ancestor. Etates of 
death carved into tombstones ohen 
lead to obituaries, which in turn lead to 
other records. 

Wilson has walked ihrougli numer- 
ous graveyards in soulhcastcm Wash- 
ington and northeastern Oregon. He 
crediLs an old U.S. Forest Service em- 
ployee. Charles Bright, with showing 
him many of the cemeteries in forgot- 
ten places in the mounUtins. Some 
might find Wilson’s work spooky, but 
he s.aid he lias no superstitions. 


Raising, releasing yonngpheasants soothes couple, builds population 


KHNNliWlCK, Wash. (AP) - 'file rau- 
cous chirping of 50 baby phcasiinls \auild 
have driven some people out of their cage. 
Hut for Dave and Nancy Schmitz of Ken- 
newick. the noise and commotion those tiny 
bifd.s mude for two months was imisic to 
their cars. 

In the lust two years, the .Schmilzes have 
raised and released more than 70 plieasaiiis. 

The birds they numired were made avail- 
tiblc through a Washington Wildlife Her- 
itage Foundation l^rogram ctilled "Chicks for 
Hahilat.'* Its primary foeiis is to create an 
awarcness.sunderstaiiditig and involvement 
in (lie importance of good hahilal - food, 
water and ground cover — for upland birds 
such as plieasani. quail and eluikar, 

Under tlie statewide program, anyone with 
an interest in wildlife can raise pheasants 
from chicks to 12-I4 weeks old. The birds 
must then be released into the wild on lands 


open to public lumting. 

[lie idea of raising binls only to have 
them end iip'iii a lumler's game vest might 
ruflle the fealliers of .sonic folks, 

Hut from the moment tlie Schmii/es 
jiieked up their bu.\ of squabbling pheasiinls 
from I'iirmer's Exchange in Kennewiek, 
they knew the birds' fine would not be theirs 
to decide, 

They understood that mo.st, if nut all. of 
tlie birds they lovingly spent hours leeding 
and waiehiiig would die within a' tew 
ntonlhs of their release. 

Hunters surely kill some. But nature and 
predators such as owls, hawks and coyoic.s 
will exact a imieli higlter toll. 

Dave Wine, slate Department of Wildlife 
upland bird program manager, says the life 
expectancy of pen-reared game birds is rela- 
tively shun. 

“Willun .hi days of release, about half of 


(hose birds vvill he dead. And witliin liiree 
monllis. percent \vill have peiislied." lie 
sail!. "The outcome would he the same even if 
they were mu released during a hunting season. 

"Ahlmugh we Mipporl the Wildlife Hei- 
iiagc l•'olllu)alion's program, sportsmen 
could do moie good for wildlife if they 
plnnled a husit or slmih or encouraged a 
farmer to leave cover for wildlife " 

As a luinler, Dave Schmitz also knows 
that liiiiilcrs liavc a serious image piogiam. 
Vet It is iumlcrs. by and large, uho have 
preserved tlte haunting lionk of the niijiral- 
mg Canada goose, in the steely daw n and the 
sorelhroaied cackle of eoek plieasant iii fall 
eallails. 

The nation's federal wildlife leluge sys- 
tem was lieguii with money sportsmen paid 
Ihrougli taxes they lobbied for on sporting 
arms and amnninilion, Tlte national parks 
were created by a lumler, i’resident Teddy 


Roosevelt, who saw the need to preserve 
wildlife before it vanished. 

Groups such as Ducks Unlimited. Quail 
Unlimiied.'Pheasant.s Forever and the Rocky 
Mountain l:lk Foundation have contributed 
milliuirs of dollars to secure, enhance and 
perpetuate wildlife and habitat. 

Hie .Sehmilzcs contribution will do little 
in lehiiildiiig pheasant populations in tlte 
Mid-Columbia Basin that have declined pre- 
cipitously in recent years. 

Nevertheless, Ihc Schmitzes hope ilicir 
pheasants will help continue the hunting ini- 
diiion. 

".Some of my best memories as a child are 
the limes I spent hunting' with my I'uihcr 
hack in Minnesota." Dave Schmitz said, 

“If I hud any say" about (lie pheasants' 
fate. "I would like to see a young hunter — 
perhaps on his llrsi hunt with his father — 
hag his limit from my birds,"

Mark Lachs. co-author of the guidelines, 
told reporters. 

Tltc interview and a thorough physical ex- 
amination should be done apart from the pa- 
tient's caregiver or any suspected abuser, the 
guidelines say. ^ 

Doctors should ask how and when any 
mistreatment occurs, who docs it and how 
(he patient feels about it and copes with it. 
Doctor who .suspect abuse should report It to 


authorities. 

If (he patient appears in immediate dan- 
ger, the doctor also should consider pulling 
the patient in a hospital or getting a court or- 
der for proicclion. 

The AMA also said doctors can play a 
crucial role in identifying and preventing 
abuse in nursing liomes iintf other institu- 
tions. Residents have the right lo be free of 
physical rcsirainis or mind-altering drugs 
given for discipline or convenience, the 
guidelines .say. 

The document was endorsed by the Amer- 
ican Geriatrics Society, Ihc American Asso- 
ciation of Retired Persons mid Tlic federal 


Administration on Aging. 

Tlie guidelines are part of an AMA cam- 
paign against family violence. Last June, the 
AMA released similar physician guidelines 
on domestic violence and child abuse. 

The new document notes that while accu- 
rate statistics Ore lacking, a congressional re- 
port lost year suggested that 1.5 million to 2 
million people over age 60 arc abused annu- 
ally in the United States. 

By one estimate, only one in 14 cases is 
reported to authorities, the AMA said. 

An abuser is often a family member who 
depends on the elderly person for money, 
housing or emotional support'. 'said guide-' 


lines co-author Dr. Ronald Adciman. 

Nearly all states require physicians to rc- 
pon suspected abuse or neglect of the elder- 
ly. and most experts would agree that the 
doctor must do so even if the patient asks 
that no report be made, the AMA said. 

Abuse can be physical, psychological or 
financial. 

The guidelines also include vislaiion of 
personal rights as an abuse, os in denying 
the older person's right to privacy, denying 
him the right to make personal choites in 
health care or other matters, and forcible 
eviction or forcible placement in a nursing 
home.

Casino security guards keep waljch while 
youngsters wait for ‘addicted’ adults 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) — 

. .MclissJi . leans, against a casino..wall.,_ 
"looking crumpled, tired and scared. 
She is 9 years old. 

A few feet away, coins fall from 
slots into (in (ray.s us red lights flash 
and bells ring. Dealers with magi- 
cians' hands slide chips and money 
across green felt tables. Cocktail • 
waitresses in skimpy skirts, low-cut 
blouses and piisli-up bras .serve free 
liquor to gamblers plopping down 
$100 bills. 

It is midnight on a recent I-riday at 
(he Trump Taj Mahal, Melissa is 
waiting for her mother to finish 
gambling. 

She has been here two hours, says 
a security guard nearby. He is keep- 
ing an eye on Melissa while trying 
to locate her mom. 

"My mother's in (here and I want 
her," the little girl says, her brown 
eyes welling with tears. "I want to 
go to our room," 

Mclis.sa is one of scores of "casino 
kids,'' some as young as 6 months, 
whom workers say arc lell by their 
parent.s at the edge of gaming halls 
for hours at a time. 

"They leave their kids and they 
expect for us to-waleli them," .said 
Tcrriana Jones, a security worker at 
the Taj Mahal. "It’s a crime. It’s u 
sin, There should be a law to stop 
it." 

Hiere is a law against leaving 
children unattended, said Winnie 
Comfort, a spokeswoman for the 
Department of Human Services, Par- 
ents who abandon their children face 
. civil and criminal penalties, which 
vary depending on the nature of the 
offense, Anyone who fails to report 
an incident of possible child neglect 
or abuse can be ehurged witluhi^of* 
derly conduct, 

But Comfort said tlie department's 
Division of Yoiiili and ramily Scr- 
vice.s does not gel un unusually high 
number of complaints about children 
Icll at casinos, and docs hot keep 
separate statistics on iliem. 

“On a scale from I to 10, the 
problem is n to." said Susan KafT,- 
unoilier Taj Maluil 'security worker. 
“Tiiey should have a special place 
for children to go, .manned 24 
hours." 

Executives at ilarnih's, Bally's 
Park Place, Bally's Grand, Claridge, 
Merv GriHin's Kesons and the 
Showboat acknowledge the prob- 
lem, but class it as negligible. 

Trump Pla/ai and tlie Taj Mahal 
did not return telephone calls for 
comment, but olTieials at the Sands, 
Caesars.'Tropworld and Trump Cas- 
tle said they've never seen diildren 
abandoned at their csiablishmcal.s. 

Yet in interviews over tlie last two 
months, workers at all of the city's 
12 casinos told stories of parents 
who led infants in carriages or 

Who keeps 
track of the 
casino kids? 

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) — 
Neither the city police nor the sl.itc 
Division of Youth and Family Ser- 
vices keep stati.stics on "casino 
kids" — children left unattended 
while their parents gamble. 

"Tlicy don't get an unusually high 
number of complaints.” said Winnie 
Comfort, a spokc.swoman for the 
Department of Human Services, 
which oversees tlic agency. "Wc 
don't view this a.s a problem." 

- In the last -ycar.Hhe agency re- 
ceived about a half-dozen reports of 
lost children at casinos, but all were 
reunited with their parents and no 
charges .were filed, said spokesman 
Sandy Cooney. 

Capt. Carlton Duncan said the po- 
lice department docs not keep fig- 
ures on how many limes officers are 
called to casinos to help find parents 
who have left their children. 

TTie department is trying to estab- 
lish a computer system that would 
allow officers to keep a tally of 
child neglect coses, whether at a - 
house or a casino, he said. 

“Who is looking after lhcs_j kids?” 
asked Rebecca Adams, a 

spokeswoman for the Newark- 
based Association for Children of 
New Jersey. "If the problem is to the 
extent (workers) arc saying, they 
ought to be looking at that." 

Cooney said it is a difficult prob- 
lem for the stale to addrc.ss. 

“We’re caught between a rock 
and s hard place," he said. "When 
you raise the issue, and the issue 
should be raised, some parents 
scream and holler that the .state of 
New Jersey, is legislating how peo- 
ple should be a parent.”'

Among the job-seekers is Tomi 
Ann Roberts, an assisiaiil profes- 
sor of p.sydiology. fetThnisi schol- 
ar and non-Mormon' whose pro- 
choice position on aborrion has 
caused her problems in the past. 

Roberts said she and her hus- 
band. an assistant professor of 
Gcnnan and a church member, 
bollf arc casting about for new 
work “because of the climate and 
tensions over academic freedom," 

Indeed, Roberts .said she has 
changed the way she teaches her 
class on the psychology of wom- 
en. She doesn’t "touch the issue of 
abortion" and lets her students rely

Clinton and Carter demonstrate clear similarities, differences 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ilic 
similarities arc obvious: 

Southern governors, a fomlncss 
for blue jeans ami an outsider’s cam- 
paign that ousts a Republican presi- 
dent. 

But Democrats believe — certain- 
ly, hope — that the motilhs ahead 
will demonstrate significant ditler- 
enccs between Jimmy Carter and 
Bill Clinton.

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Groom up for 
cross-country 
skiing season

Last weekend’s snowstorm blanketed 
the mountains of southern Idaho, laying 
a healthy base for the beginning of the 
I992-93 eross-eountry ski season, 

Many trails are already groomed. 
Some need a few more inches of snow, 
Others face an uncertain winter. 

Ordinarily, Galena Lodge on the 
Sawtooth National Recreation Area north 
of Ketelium would have been one of the 
first commercial centers to welcome 
skiers this season. Unfortunately, its 
doors remain closed indefinitely. 

Steve Haims, owner of the ski resort 
below Galena Pass at the north end of the 
Wood River Valley, closed his operation 
in August and put it up 'for sale. No 
buyer has come forward, as yet, and the 
50 kilometers of beginner to advanced 
t rails around t he fa cility lie untended. ' 

A group of local skiers has mounted a 
fund-raising effort to buy grooming 
equipment and pay for trail maintenance 
this winter. If they are successful, 
grooming will begin in early December 
and by Christmas a vast network of trails 
from Galena Lodge south to Prairie 
Creek and the SNRA Headquarters will 
be ready for skiing. 

Season passes for the Upper Big Wood 
Cross Country Trail System are being 
sold for S50 to individuals and SIQQ for 
families. Day passes may also be 
available. Inquire at Backwoods 
Mountain Sports or The Elephant's 
Perch ski .shop.s in Kctchum. 

There is no question about skiing this 
winter at the Warm Springs Nordic 
Center, where Doug Nicdrich is 
preparing for a Thanksgiving Day 
opening. Located at the Warm Springs 
Ranch on the shady side of Bald 
Mountain, this commercial center ofiers 
1 0 kilometers of groomed track. 

Day pa.sscs for Warm Springs Nordic 
arc S7 per person, S5 for children under 
1 2. Hulf-day passes are available for SS. 
The center offers rentals, lessons, and a 
warming hut. 

' Apres ski dinners are available at the 
nearby Warm Springs Restaurant, which 
is taking reservations for Thanksgiving. 

■ Beginning’DeerS, WumfSprings’Vr'III” 
have evening sleigh rides to a yurt where 
a five-course gourmet dinner will be 
served. Price per person for the sleigh 
ride and the meal is SSS. Sleigh rides 
without the meal arc SI 2. 

Toboggan rides for the kids will also 
be offered at Warm Springs Nordic this 
year. Cost per child is S5. 

For more information, call 726-3322. 
The Sun Valley Nordic Center, based 
at the Sun Valley Golf Course, has 40 
kilometers of groomed trails extending 
into Trail Creek Canyon to the east. 
Passes are SI I per day or S9 for a half- 
day after I p.m. Reduced prices ore 
offered for children and seniors. 

Ski rentals and classes arc available. A 
group ski clinic costs S14 per person; a 
private one-hour lesson is $44. A 
classical ski rental package is S13 for the 
day. 

For more information on the Sun 
Valley Nordic Center, phone 622-2251. 

Many other nordic trails are open to 
the public' free of charge across southern 
Idaho. These trail systems lack the 
amenities of the commercial centers and 
donations for maintenance and grooming 
arc often requested. Conditions can vary 
greatly from day to day, so call ahead for 
the latest information. 

Wood River TVails System 

The Blaine County Recreation District 
maintains nearly 20 miles of groomed 
flat track from Bellevue north to Hulcn 
Meadows on its Wood River Troils 
Systenv The trail follows the old Union 
Pacific railroad right of way and parallels 
Highway 75 most of the way through the 
valley; climbing morcnhan 1,000 feet in 7 
elevation along the way. For 
information, visit the Rec District office 
in Hailcy'or'phbne 788-21 17. 


-North Fork/Prairie Creek 

The Sawtooth National Recreation 
Area will be grooming nordic trails in 
two locations tlii.s winter - North Fork 
and Prairie Creek. 

Tlic 4-kilomeicr North Fork loop trail 
begins near the SNRA Visitor Center 
(eight miles north of Kctchum) and 
follows the North Fork of the Big Wood 
River to Murdock Campground. 

A dozen miles farther north, Prairie 
Creek is a popular ski urea where about 
15 kilometers of loop trails arc groomed.

KETCHUM - The work day begins 
for John Barsch and Scott Gilbert at 4 
p.m., with a cold and bumpy ride up 
Bald Mountain in the back of a Thiokol 
snow cat. 

They wear the unofficial uniform of 
the Sun Valley snow maker: layers of 
warm clothing, hooded coat, snow bools, 
gloves, hat and car plugs. 

The car plugs are important. The cat is 
noisy, the snow guns arc noisy, and the 
pumps in the control centers arc noisy. 


Installation of an automatic snow- 
making system last year made snovv 
makers* jobs easier, but plenty of manual 
labor remains. 

Early in the snow-maklng season, old- 
siylc, manual snow-making guns arc 
used to cover areas not reached hy the 
automatic system, and to supplement 
snow making in higli-traffic areas. 

On this shift, the crow’s orders arc to 
put snow down on the roads in 
preparation for liic Thanksgiving opener. 
First stop on the way up lower Warm 
Springs is a manual unit that was turned

Card table clubhouse 

Materials needed to fit a standard 
34-squarc-inch card tabic; Five 
yards of quilted fabric, six yards of 
double-fold bias tape, assorted fabric 
scraps or fabric paints. 

Instructions; From quilted fabric, 
cut one 35*inch square for the roof, 
two 29-by-35*inch rectangles for the 
sides, and two 29-by-40-inch 
rectangles for the front and back. 
Cut out a 15-by-21-inch door 
opening in the center front panel of 
the house, saving the piece to be the 
door. Finish the raw cdgc.s of (he 
door and opening with a serger or 
cover with double-fold bias tape. 
Center the door over the opening 
and sliieh into place along the top. 

Cut a 10-inch square window in 
the center back panel of the houso. 
Finish edges of the window and 
lower edges of all pieces with serger 
or tape as you did for the door. The 
side pieces will be about 5 inches 
wider than (he other sections; lap the 
edge of each side panel over the 


edges of the front and back sections 
by about 2 inches. Stitch together, 
starting at the top and. going down 
only 3 or 4 inches, leaving the 
panels unattached to hang freely 
over the card table. 

With right sides together, stitch 
the roof to the sides, front and back, 
Decorate as you like with fabric 
scraps and cnifl paint. 

Bean bag toss 

'Materials: Sturdy fabric scraps 
from which you can cut one 6-by- 
12-inch rectangle for'cach bean bag, 
-plus.beans.io.filLtiicm.,Make half ^ 
the bags in one color, half in another 
color. (Make as many as you like.) 

Instructions; Cut the 6-by-12-ineh 
rectangle and fold in half, right sides 
together, to form a 6-inch square. 
Stitch a ^-inch scam around the 
open edges, leaving a 3-inch 
opening. Turn the bag right side out, 
fill loosely with beans and topstitch 
the opening by machine or sew by 
hand. 

The game: Use cardboard boxes, 
coffee cans or mixing bowls as 
targets, awarding points for landing 


the bean bags into the coqtaiiiers. Or 
let thtr'youngsters invent their own 
gamc-pqini system. 

Coloring book caddy 

Materials: A scrap of reversible 
quilted fabric at least 18 inches 
square, about a half-yard of ribbon. 

Instructions: Cut the 18-inch 
square from the quilted fabric and 
divide the ribbon into two 9-inch 
lengths. Finish one edge of the 
fabric with a serger or extra-wide 
double-fold bias tape. Fold over 6 
inches from the finished edge and 
stitch.dowii the center of the panel to 
form the binding. Baste sides into 
place Ip form pockets. Finish edges 
with serger or bias tape; Stilch one 
end of a ribbon strip trreadr^sidc of 
the bag. just above the pockets, to 
form a tic. Insert coloring books and 
crayons and close the bag with the 
tics.
